Magistrate at Elgin Holds Guard for 
the Grand Jury.

An investigation of condftions at: Elgin 
state hrspital for the insane has resulted from 
the stories told by three of the inmates to 
Police Magistrate George R. ‘Thompson. 
Beecher Hatcher,. an attendant, has been 
held to the grand jury in $500 bond, 

Willfam Schuler charges the guard beat 
him and broke his leg. ‘One inmate, Felix 
Brobanthal, has a broken jaw. But thetestt- 
mony of insane persons has no weight 
Haticher’s denial of brutality is sustained by 
two other attendants, Charles Belden and 
EFdéward Raeetti. The story told by the 
patients, however, impressed Magistrate 
Thompson. 

Magistrate Telle Story. 

“Y went to each of the three patients fn 
their cells,’ he said, “‘and each told the 
same story. They could not possibly have 
collaborated on it® While I would hesitate 
to take the word of one insane man against 
a man with his wits about him, the fact that 
three insane men have told me a story that 
‘fits’ from start to finish has convinced me 
of the gravity of the situation.” 

Recently a number of patients in ward C-3 
have been bruised. No explanation of their 
injuries has been made, When Brobanthal’s 
jaw was broken Schuler, who came from 
Mendota, told Dr. C. C. Atherton, a staff 
physician/that Hatcher was responsible. 


Leg Broken, Says Patient. 

“YT gaw Hatcher strike BrobDanthal and 
break his jaw,’ said Schuler. “ All of the 
patients here are afraid of the attendants, 
and seldom give out any. information against 
them, fearing revenge. I told a doctor about 
Brobanthal, and later Hatcher came to me 
and began to beat me with a club. My ieg 
was broken in the attack.”

Every one in Basel who saw the picture be- 
lieved it a reproduction 6f Bauder’s Chicago 
offices. } 

A. Holinger, Swiss consul to Chicago, 
chanced to see the picture while in Basel and 
instantly recognized it as the Tribune bulld- 
ing. His suspicions were aroused and he 
proceeded to investigate. The most gigantic 
fraud ever cperated in Switzerland was un- 
earthed... ; 

The son-of a Swias minister, himself of 
an engaging personality. Rauder easily haé 
created for-himeelf in 116 native land a.repu- 
tation for businessintegrity. The consul per- 
sisted in his charges when-he was doubted 
and the Swiss government employed. the 
Hunter Secret Service of Chicago to trace 
Bauder’s deals. Bauder son fled from Switz- 
erland,. taking $100,000 of deposits in. his 
Basel private bank and leaving a score of 
impoverished investors, 


One Man Loses Fortune. 

One man, Conrad Leimbacter, invested 
his entire fortune. of 800,000 francs in the 
worthless stock Bauder promoted, The old 
man borrowed enough money to follow 
Bauder to New York, where he had to be 
eared for by the Swiss home. BauGpr had 
given. the old man bis personal note guar-— 
anteeing the invéstment. . ; 

Bauder began his spectacular career first 
by starting the Austin-Manhattan Consol- 
idated Mining company of Nevada. Me had 
elaborate prospectuses printed. We pros- 
pered in proportion to the decrease of his 
customers’ wealth. When the investors in 
his worthless mining stock became dissat- 
isfied he organized the International Com- 
monwealth Securities. association. Bauder 
backed this company, which purchased all 
the stock of the Austiri company held by dis- 
satisfied investors—provided the investor 
bought more shefes in. the new company 
than he had held in the old. with a personal 
guarantee of dividends. _Two dividends were 
declared and then the compa:y went the 
way of the old. 


Prints Kaufman Esshye as Hie Own, 

The chief assistant to Bauder in his opera- 
tions was Mise Catherine C. Coe, listed as 
Secretary and treasurer, who menipulated 
' the stock from one company to another and 
kept dissatisfied investors away from Bau- 
der. When Bauder was out of the country 
Miss Coe conducted the business at the Chi- 
cago headquarters. She now is taking a 
vacation at points unknown. 

In the employ of the office was @ girl who 
could translate English. She translates 
every week a copy of Herbert Kaufmann’s 
eseays from THE TRIBUNE. These efsays 
Bauder, who had established a small paper 
Basel, printed as his own. He acquired quite 
@ name as a writer.

Bauder yesterday said his arrest was 
caused by the jealousy of a girl. Heisin the 
Cook county jail. 

“It is the old tale of a woman scorned,” 
he said. “ One woman wanted me to marry 
her, but I loved another. The first woman is 
the one who has caused memy trouble. 

“My ideal? She is an American Woman, 
with the American spirit of liberty and self- 
reliance, ‘combined with the ideal of our 
German housewives. I never found this 
combination before in my many years of 
travel over the world. Yes, she is a read 
typical Chicago girl.”

NO PAY FOR COUNTY BOARD 


President McCormick Will Veto 
Salaries of Commissioners. 


DENOUNCES BARTZEN GANG. 


Says They Robbed Poor and Stole 
Medicines of the Sick. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

President McCormick of the county board 
asserted yesterday he will veto all salaries 
for county commissioners next Wednesday. 
He proposes to cut off absolutely their “‘ vis 
ible’ compénsation. He looke tupon the 
budget passed by the board late Friday night 
as a disgrace and says that it must be reme- 
died. hs, 
‘“‘I¢ the commissioners don't provide for 
the humane treatment of the county’s des- 
titute, sick, and crippled, they themselves 
will go hungry for a year, so far as getting 
any salary from the county is concerned,” 


“he declared. 


He charged the Bartzen-Burg-Ragen brig- 
ade with respongibility for the budget as it 
now sthnds. The head of the county board 
added that he will use his club, in the form 
of a veto, roughly if necessary. 


Denounces “Strong Arm’’ Methods. 

“It is permissible to use strong words 
when referring to the strong arm methods of 
certain commissioners,”” said the president. 
“The Progressives, Commissioners Board, 
Ceonley, Mitchell, Gard, end Anderson, and 
Ool. Moriarty, a Democrat, stood for a fair 
and generous budget, which had! been care- 
fully considered’ by the finance committee. 
Otherg rode rough shod without rhyme or 
reason to get every cent possible out of the 
county treasury. 

“They looted the widows’ pension fund to 
get jobs for political favorites. They robbed 
the sick and injured in the county hospital of 
bandages and medicines to get boosts in 
galaries for friends who. mey need more 
money for cigars. They took coal from the 
coal bins of sick mothers with destitute chil- 
dren to obtain more money for precinct cap- 
tains. They exploited the poor and prosti- 
tuted the charity service for the benefit of 
politics. 

** Now, if they think I will stand for that 
jockeying they are much misteken. I will

veto not only my own ‘salary. but that of 
every cOmmuissioner on the board. Not one 
ofithem will get a cent of visible compensa- 
tion this year unless they agree to make a 
sane appropriation. Their friends were treat- 
ed much better in the report of. the finance 
committee than they will be now. 

“Another view of the disgusting situa- 
tion can be shown in this way: Before the 
reign of extravagance began there were, in

Prof. Glenn Frank’ Asserts 
Biographers Wrongly Deify 
Him Into “Flawless God.” , 


HE SWORE A BIT? SURE! 


) : 
“Father of Country Was Just a 
Real Man,” Union League 
Speaker Declares. 


George Washington's biographers erron- 
eously have deified him into a “flawless 
god,” lifted high above humans, members of 
the Union League club heard yesterday. 


‘|The informer was Piof,.Glenn Frank, who 


intimated Washington not only could tell 
“les” Mke other men, but possessed other 
common minor vices. 

But Mr. Frank, wI8! e insisting Washington | 
being human— did not live a flawless life, 
asserted the “‘ Father of Our Country ” has 
been done gross injustice. by “ historical 
muckrakers”’ 

Mr. Frank’s address followed. at luncheon 
a lengthy speech by former Gov. Herbert 8. 
Hadley of Missouri, at the Auditorium the- 
ater, Where Washington's birthday was ob- 
served. The former governor had praised 
Washington as an example for the rich of’ 
today to follow. He cited that while Wash- 
ington was the richest American of his day, 
he also was the greatest public benefactor 
and his public achi¢vements have so far 
outshone his wealth that the average Ameri- 


can today does not remember that Washing- 
ton was of the wealthy aristocratic clase, 


Biographers Hurt Washington. 

“George Washington,” said Mr. Frank, 
“has suffered at the hands of his biogra- 
phers. It is a sad thing, for a flawless god ° 
never has as much inspiration for the aver- 
age man as a robustly human good man. 
[Applause.}] And George Washington has 
been utterly hurt by the men who have tried 
to turn him into a god. 

** Now they have said George Washington 
eould not ile. Well, if he could not some 
of these biographers that attempted to deify 
him were not hampered by the same char- 
acteristic inability. [Applause.} The char- 
acter of George Washington gradually has 
gone out of touch of the ordinary man, and 
certainly of the ordinary school boy, for’ 
the ordinary school boy has not any faculty 
by which he can appreciate or by which he’ 
can come in touch with a man whois so good 
he could not tell a lie. 

-'' So this first process of delification has 
been going on, and Ueorge Washington has 
been deified out of touch with ordinary hu- 
manity, and the real force of his personality 
has in too many cases been lost to the aver- 
age person. 


Now Comes the Slanderer. 

"But, following the type of biographer 
who attempted to deify Washington, there 
came another type of biographer who at- 
tempted to vilify Weshington. They were, 
if you please, the historical muckrakers, for 
history has its muckrakefs just the same as 
the world of popular magazines today, and 
so in history some muckraker—one of those 
social busybodies ,who have an appetite that 
is so adjusted to the taste of garrion that 
at the first hint of.a weakness in a gréat 
¢haracter or public servant they immediate- 
ly pounce upon it and lift it into the dignity 
of an attribute of his character—so this his- 
torical type of muckraker has gone into the 
private records of George Washington. and 
he has heard himrin one instance swear ins 
time of great stress, and he has immediately 
spelled that out into capital letters of pro- 
fanity, underscored. 

“ He read through his letters and he found 
three or four, or possibly five, references of 
admiration of many different women. and 
immediately he spells that out into jet Dlack 
characters of libertinism. He finds an oc- 
casional glass of wine in the hands of.George 
Washington and he immediately makes that 
spell out inebriety and drunkenness; and so 
on-down the list of things. 


Yet He Could Swear. | 
“ This muckraker of history has attempted 
to vilify Washington, and whereas one man 
attempted to make out of him a divinity, 
another biographer has attempted to make 
out of him a devil. 
“ But a third type of biographer has kept 
the true vision 6f a biographer, and he sees 
that halfway between the god and the rake

try that his great wealth was the least im- 
portant fact in his entire career? May we 
not with profit raise as an inspiring example 
to the American people of this great commer- 
elal age, with its commercial standards and 
ideals, the example and the teachings of 
George Washington?”

In 
some sections disinterested investigators 
say there is little to choose from, while in 
other wards discriminative voters should 
have a minimum of trouble in making their 
selections. 

There are twenty-nine outgoing aldermen 
seeking renomination. Of these twenty have 
opposition, some formidable, while nine 
may rest on their oars until the April elec- 
tion. 

Only three outgoing Democratic aldermen 
will be renominated without opposition, They 
are Michael J; (Hinky Dink) Kenna of the 
First ward, Patrick J. Carr of the Fifth, and 
John Powers of the Nineteenth. Kenna and 
Powers both were attacked as “‘unfit’’ in 
the recent report of the Municipal Voter's’ 
league. Carr's record also was ceclared 
“poor.”’ The fact that these men are un- 
opposed in their parties is presented as an- 
other argument for nonpartisan councilmen. 

Five Republica: aldermen will be renamed 
by the G: 0. P. without opposition. They are 
George F. Harding of the Second, who is fin- 
ishing his fourth term; James H. Lawley in 
the Fourteenth, both praised by the M. V.L.2# 
Lewis D. Sitts, finishing fifth term, with rec- 
ord of “ continued good service ’; Harry E. 
Littler, finishing second term with “ good 
record,” and Albert J. Fisher, finishing sixth 
term, with “continuously good record.” 


Hey Fought’ Pure Milk Laws. 

Jacob A. Hey, finishing his third term as a 
Republicen, is running for renomination 
without opposition in the Twenty-third ward 
as a Progressive. of him the M. V. L. says 
his record.is good, ‘‘except for persistent 
opposition to the milk ordinance.” Hey’s 
most distinguished characteristic during his 
service as alderman has been his battle 
against the health department’s work to get 
@ proper pure milk ordinance, and for this 
reason his “ progressive” tendencies have 
been sharply questioned, ; 


Fight Tearneyism in Second. 

Public attention has been direcied to the 
Becond ward because of the concern that 
Ald. Al R. Tearney, who quit after being 
repeatedly convicted of: saloon violations, 
might attempt to name his successor. 

At the outset of the campaign there were 
five candidates for the Democratic nomina- 
tion in Tearney's bailiwick. Two of them, 
charged with being Tearney henchmen, were 
withdrawn. Of those still in the race it is 
claimed nore owes allegiance to the discred- 
ited alcerman. The remaining candidates 
are Thomas F. Ennis, manager of the sav- 
ings department of the Drexel State bank; 
Charles C. Roe, a lawyer, whose father 
served on the staff of Gen. Grant during 
the civil war, and Gustave H. Wischman, 
who forsook the hazardous life of a trapeze 
performer with Barnum & Balley’s circus to 
graduate in law at the John Marshall Law 
school. . 

The Democratic nominee in the Second 
ward will be forced to contend against Ald. 
George F.. Harding, who is unopposed for 
the Republican nomination and whose re- 
election is frecly predicted by politi¢ians of 
all parties. As there is no Progressive can- 
éidate in the ward, Mr. Harding’s chances 
are considered doubly good. 


Open Race in Third. 

The Third ward, the home of County Treas- 
urer William L. O'Connell, chief political 
adviser to Gov. Dunne, furnishes a free for 
all race in which Thomas D. Nash. ala wyer, 
indorsed by the Dunne organization, has 
stubborn opposition.

A sizzling conflict is expected in the 
Eighteenth ward, over which the late 
Ald. John J. Brennan #0 long ruled. Bren- 
nan's reeent death left his supporters mith- 
out a candidate to pit against Frank Gaz- 
zolo, choice of Mayor Harrison and whose 
campaign is being personally conducted by 
** Mike ” Sullivan of State’s Attorney Hoyne's 
siaff. Sullivan aspires to sidetrack “ Bar- 
ney ’’ Grogan, recently thrown over by the 
mayor, as ward leader. 

It is predicted that the Brennan-Grogan 
strength, combined shortly before the alder- 
man’s death after years of war, will be 
thrown to Benjamin Hoobler, who until Bren- 
nan’s death was running without factional 
support. He is considered the most availa- 
ble candidate on the Democratic side. He 
is in the storage businegs. 

The Progressive contest is between Fred- 
erick H. Scheuermann, formerly of the 
sheriff's office, and H. E. Starnes, a negro. 
The former is picked as the winner. An- 
drew J. O’Donmell, the ableset candidate in 
the ward, has no opposition for the Repub- 
lican nomination.

The Twentieth ward presents a Deniocratic

the contestants. Egan is fighting under the 
Sullivan colors, while Abrahams has the in- 
dorsement of the H.-H. faction. The latter’s 
saloon recently was dynamited. Egan's 
council record is considered ‘‘ poor” by the 
M. V. L., but discriminative Democratic 
voters of the ward favor him over Mayor 
Harrison’s entry, it is asserted. William 
Melocy and Fred Klein are the Republican 
contenders. 


Geiger Strong in Twenty-first. 

Ald. Ellis Geiger, strongly indorsed by the 
M. V. L., is expected to win the Democratic 
nomination in the Twenty-first ward, the 
home of Mayor Harrison. The full strength 
of the city hall machine under the leader- 
ship of Oil Inspector “ Jimmy ” Quinn has 
been thrown to Mr. Geiger’s support 
also is favored by members of other parties 
ih the ward. His chief opponent is William 
F. Schofield, backed by John F. O’ Malley of 
the Sullivan faction. William E. Ryan is 
considereé merely an added entry. 

Three Republicans are contencing for the 
G. O. P. nomination. They are William F. 
Peters, John V. Skinner, and R. R. Baldwin, 
the organization candidate. Baldwin and 
Skinner aré expected to lead in this race.

Kavanagh Sees Nation Problem, 

Judge Marcus Kavanagh, president of the 
commission, presided at the meeting. He 
pointed out that natione! action would prove 
the most efficacious and recalled that Col. 
Roosevelt five years ago called the attention 
of congress to the need of such legislation. 

“ We are here to solve one of the most dim- 
cult problems that has faced us in fifty 
years,"’ he said. ‘‘ The proper handling of 
this great question requires an arm long and 
strong enough to reach into any part of the 
nation. This is more than a purely domestic 
state affair. It affects the nation.” 

David R. Forgan, president of the National 
City bank, aroused enthusiasm among wom- 
en present when he advocated phyeical ex- 
amination before marriage. In addition he 
urged a new requirement—a financial ex- 
amination of the prospective bridegroom. 
This brought a further burst of applause, 
both from men and women. 


Urges Reverence for Home. 

“IT am here to give you the Scotch view on 
those two important subjects in addition to 
the English and Irish,’ hesaid. *‘ The great- 
est need of this country at present is rever- 
ence for the home, for the law, for life, and 
for God. 

‘Like everything else worth having in 
human life, the purity and happiness of the 
home have enemies. They are assailed from 
without by trying temptations and evil influ- 
ences. But there is an enemy of the home 
that works from within—namely: easy di- 
voree. Like some deadly poison, it destroys 
quickly, ruthlessly, and absolutely. Amd, the 
worst of it is, the poison is administered by 
those who should defend rather than destroy. 
We know not how many noble men and wom- 
en suffer rather than destroy. All honor to 
them! 

* Chicago is a proper place to hold this con- 
vention. Cook county grants three or four 
times as many divorces as any other county 
ini the United States. Is there any greater 
menace to the purity of society, any dead- 
lier enemy to the maintenance of happy 
homes, any sadder element {in our modern 
life than the granting of 100 000 divorces and 
the making of perhaps 200,000 divorce orphans

Richards Approves Present tie, 

John T. Richards, president of the Chicago 
Bar association, said he approved the divorce 
law as it stands, and sketched the career of 
the man who had made Chicago the world’s 
divorce center. 

“ Away back in 1871,” he said, “ there was 
a member of the bar who advertised in news- 
papers all over the country how easy it was 
to get divorces in Chicago. He stated that. 
a residence Was not necessary, and that in- 
compatibility was a recognized cause. The 
law then was what it is today, yet he grew 
rich before disbarment, and gave the ony 
ite unsavory reputation." 

Lieut. Gov. Barratt O’Hara could not be 
present, but sent a message by his brother 
in which he said: “4t is preposterous that 
couples should be forbidden to marry be- 
cause they have not visible means of sup- 
port, Three of every five of the happily mar- 
ried couples today, no matter whether mar- 
ried five or fifty yeara, might not have passed 
muster had they been compelled before wed- 
lock to make inventory of property to ceéer- 
tain value.” 


O’Hara Causes Laughter. 

This paragraph from the Meutenant gfov-- 
ernor elicited much merriment, especially 
among the jurists: 

‘Let our judges decline to grant divorces 
for things that have happened time and 
again in their own homes without breaking 
up their households.”’ 

Judge Kavanagh announced the receipt 
of several hundred letters and telegrame 
from all parts of thestate. Among them was 
a commenéatory letter from Gov. Dunne and 
one from Judge John Gibbons of the Circuit 
court. The latter protested against includ- 
ing insanity among the causes for absolute 
divorce, which the commission also opposed. 
As one means of eradicating the divorce evil 
Judge Gibbons suggested “‘the churches 
must come to the rescue by denying to every 
divorcée, whether man or woman, the privi- 
lege of partaking of the sacrament.” 

Jesse Quitman, who said he was an attor- 
ney, drew some hisses by declaring “ mar- 
riage was only a civil contract, backed by 
the churches,” and that “ the only honest dl- 
vorce granted was by collusion.” 


Rebukes “Free Love” Speaker. 

“The action of a mother toward her son 
is only a civil contract, butit is a sacred one 
as well in the eyes of the law,” said Judge 
Kavanagh by way of rebuke. “ The move we 
advocate stands for a decent, clean life and 
not the free love theory, such as is evidently 
the idea of the previous speaker.”’ 

State Senator Juul deplored the prevailing 
lack of respect for order. “ Any one who 
doesn't abuse congress and the legislatures 
and call all judges crooks can’t get along 
these days,”’ he asserted. 

He believes a compulsory military service, 
as abroad, would inculcate a respect for order. 
He protested against barring insanity as a 
cause for divoree and cited the case of a 
woman, married in early life, whose husband 
had been insane for twelve years. 

“What is her condition?’ heasked. ‘“ She 
is neither wife, mother, or maiden. I call 
a State law cruel which forbids a divorce in 
such a case.” 

Another speaker, who did not give his name, 
but said he was “a real American, a detcen- 
dent of the American Indians," asserted the 
more difficult it was to marry the more illegi- 
timate children there would be, and that 
“trolley cars and department store windows 
eee the divorce evil.”’

Union’ Station, 


NO ALDERMAN ON BODY. 


Twelfth Street Terminal Held to 
Be Possible Money Saver 
to Roads, | 


The appointment was announced yesterday 
of the Chicago plan commission’s committee 
of five to consider the proposed new union 


] paseenger terminal on ‘the west side. The per 


aeornel of the committee is: Charlies H. Wack- 
er, chairman; W. D. Kerfoot, Clyde M. Carr, 
Michael Zimmer, and James Simpson, 

The committee will collect data and in- 
formation which later will be presented to 
the railroads with the idea of proving that a 
union termina? at Twelfth street is to the 
financial advantage of the roads now using 
the union depot, as wéll as to Chicagoans. In 
fact, it is contended by those who have made 
a detailed inquiry that the reilroade would 
eave money by joining the others at Twelfth 
street. 


What Washington Depot Costs. 

The new Union station of the Penngylvania 
in Washington’ is said to place a tax of 27 
cents on each ticket sold. By that is meant 
that the investment in the passenger station, 
which is considered as a factor by the inter- 
state commerce commission in determining 
the reasonableness of fares, places a charge 
of 27 cents upon each ticket sold at Wash- 
ington. 

The Chicago plan commission will attempt 
to show that the cost of selling transporta- 
tion at the proposed new Union station on 
the west side will be approximately twice as 
much as these same four roads can sell the 
same amount of transportation in a general 
union station at Twelfth street. 


Moody’s Official Statement. 

The official statement of Walter D. Moody, 
managing director of the Chicago Plan com- 
mission, on the selection of the committee 
and its intentions follows: 

“ At a meeting of the executive committee 
of the Chicago Plan commission on Feb. 17, 
1918, which immediately followed a joint 
conference with the officials of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad and the Union Depot eaesocia- 
tion, a resolution was unanimously adopted 
providing for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of five, with the chairman of the Chicago 
Plan commission as chairman, to confer 
with the rallway officials in reference to the 
possible adaptation of their plan to the ‘ Plan 
of Chicago.’ 

‘In the selection of this committee names 
of the aldermen who are members of the Chi- 
cago Plan commission were considered, but 
it was decided it would not be fair to any 
alderman to ask him to take a seat on the 
committee which would consider recommen- 
dations in advance of their commitment to 
the city council.” 

As soon as the figures and information are 
collected and tabulated, the Chicago Pian 
commission will again confer with the rail- 


roads.

BOTH ABOARD SAME STEAMER 


German Medical Men Show Little 
Faith in the Alleged Remedy. 


BERLIN, Feb. 22.—Among the passengers 
who sailed with Dr.Friedmann on the Kron 
Princessin Cevelie is Dr. Edwin Walker, the 
bacteriologist of Evansville, Ind., who has 


been investigating Dr. Friedmann's tubercu- | 


hosis cure. Dr. Walker was not fayorably 
impressed with Dr. Friedmann’s manners 
or methods and was not complimentary to 
Dr. Friedmann personally or to his alleged 
remedy, of which he could not obtain a 
culture. 

Up to the time of his departure for New 
York Dr. Friedmann had not neceived officia: 
or scientific recognition in Germany and no 
confirmation can be obtained of the state- 
ment that he gave the remedy to the gov- 
ernment for test purposes. 

It seems to be correct that Dr. Friedmann 
gave it to Prof. Ehrlich, who, according te 
medical men, was able at least a year before 
to make am impartial but an inconclusivere- 
port. This gives the impression that he only 
did this to create the good impression which 
is now prevailing in the United States. 


Losing Medical Men’s Support. 

Dr. Friedmann at first had considerable 
support from physicians, but his subsequent 
course of conduct ‘caused him to lose prac- 
tically all of this except that of Prof. 
Schleich, anc he has now drawn upon him- 
scl” the most severe criticism of the medical 
world and created a wide belief that he is 
more interested im the financial than the hu- 


manitarian side.

SELF-HONORS MAKE SCANDAL 


University Council Votes Mem- 
bers Various Degrees. 


STIRS SCHOLASTIC WRATH. 


Graft Also Talked Of in Connection 
with Bristol. 


LONDON, Feb. 22.—The British scholastic 
world is atirred to its depths by an agitation 
over the affairs of the University of Bristol, 
which arises from the enterprising action of 
the members of the university council in 
complimenting themselves by the bestowal 
of honorary scholastic degrees upon them- 
selves 

The council thought it befitting to cele- 
brate a recent anniversary by the distri- 
bution of honors to numerous ¢minent men. 
This proposal met with the approval of the 
university. 

Lord Roberts, sundry bishops, and other 
celebrities were Invited to the university to 
receive their diplomas, and the occasion was 
made a red letter day in the annals of the 
quiet provincial city. 

Some sixty degrees altogether were con- 
ferred, and there was great enthusiasm over 
the appearance of England's foremost sol- 
dier, but the enthusiasm failed to maintain 
itself at fever heat when it developed that 
about half of the honors were being dis- 
tributed to members of the body, which wag 
bestowing them in the name of the univer- 
sity. 


Lacking in Attainments. 

Most of these men were prosperous meér- 
chants and manufacturers, but the majority 
were tainted with the suspicion of mcking 
such scholastic attainments as would qualify 
them to write master of arts or doctor of laws 
after their names. 

Hitherto all British universities have been 
very conservative in granting honorary de- 
grees. The possession of such a distinction 
was a reward for real work, scholany, pro- 


Bishop Makes Defense. 

The Bishop of Bristol has published a gal- 
lant defense, It is, in effect, that the uni- 
versity is a local institution, should dsso- 
clate itself closely with the life of the city, 
and that the honors were given to men who 
had worked for the welfare of the com- 
munity. 

The matter has not been allowed to rest, 
however, and there is talk of an appeal to the 
privy council, in which ultimate control of 
the university ts vested, to cancel the de- 
grees.

Worlds Are Born in Space More 
Frequently than Human 
c Beings on Earth.

LONDON, Feb. 24.~An amazing picture, 
of the future development of the universe is 
drawn by Prof. Kristian Birkeland, the 
eminent Norwegian physicist, ip a lecture 
Aelivered before the Academy of Bolence at 
Christiania. . 

“The earth,” said Prof. Birkeland, “ has 
existed as a globe more than 1,000,000,000,000 
years, and man has lived and developed for 
only a fraction of that time. During thelast 
two centuries he has developed in culture and 
science far more than in the 100,000 years 
that he has existed on the earth. 

' Geology teaches that life upon earth ‘s 
only a brief episode. Poincaré once said, 
‘Human thought is like a flash of lighting 
ina dark night,’ but it is concelvabile that new 
worlds have arrived in space more frequently 
than human beings have been born on earth. 
Bach probably had its flash of lightning with 
human struggle, thought, and discovery, 
again to disappear without leaving a trace, 
and worlds have died more frequently than 
human beings on earth and in sumbers 
beyond computation.” 


Method of His Researches. 

The researches by which Prof. Birkeland 
arrived at these conclusions show interesting 
similarity to Ramsay's and Coillie’s. His ex- 
periments, he asserts, showed that as 
@ result of electric discharge in a vacuum 
tube, platinum, and uranium liberate original 
rays similar to aipha rays—or, in other words, 
behave in @ Manner comparable with ra- 
dium. Such action would appear to suggest 
a transmutation of the elements concerned. 

Their bearing on the theory that Birkeland 
puts forward as to origin of universe is that 
it gives experimental confirmation to his 
hypothesis that bodies strongly charged with 
negative electricity can give out positively 
electrified particles. He regards the sunsand 
stars as such bodies emitting these and nega- 
tive particles which coalesce to form the 
planets circulating around the parent body. 
From this premise he concluded, with Prof. 
Afrhentua, that the universe is infinite and 
that the whole of space consists of ether 
charged throughout with ether voltices. 


Basis of His System. 

The basis of his system, Birkeland ex- 
plains, is contained fn the belief that all the 
sung of the universe are strongly negatively 
electrified, their electrical condition being 
maintained by radiation. The intensity of 
electrification varies with different stars, but 
in case of the sun end stars of this system 
it is estimated by Uirkeland at 600,000,000 
volts. The determination of the charge in 
case of the sun is calculated from titre char- 
acter of the electric rays passing from the 
Sun to the earth and producing the aurora 
boreatis. 

The lecturer claimed te have shown expert- 
mentally that a body in the condition of the 
sun might become magnetized and give rise 
to electric phenomena corresponding to those 
geen in the sun, as, for instance, sun spots ar- 
ranged in belts on both sides of the equator 
and surrounded by vortex rings, movements 
of these spots fn different degrees of lati- 
tude, and appearance of corona. 


Discharges in a Vacuum. 

Birkeland pointed out that in all electric 
discharges taking place in @ vacuum the neg- 
atievy pole threw out material particles with 
a velocity which might become exceedingly 
great if the electric tension employed was 
considerable and the temperature high. If, 
for instance, the negative pole, or eathode, 
wae @ sinall sheet of platinum of two square 
mjMimeters in area it is possible within a 
few hours to platinize and cover with a re- 
splendent platinum mirror objects of a sur- 
face of several square decimeters at a con- 
siderable distance from the cathode. If de- 
pended upon the conditions of the experi- 
ments whether the particles thus huried out 
from the cathode separately became col- 
loidal corpuscles, entire collections of mole- 
cules, or were reduced to separate atoms.

FEAR OF MURDER AS A CLIMAK

LONDON, Feb. 22.—[Special.}—What ie te 
be done with women? Of course, they are de 
feating their own ends. These outbreaks, os 
pecially of such a purely wanton and mix 
chievous character as interfering with pll- 
lar boues, shop windows, and golf greens, 
are exasperating people so much thet there 
is now growing up what hae never existed 
before—namely: sex war and sex hatred. 

There ip little doubt that some form 
woman suffrage bill would have been passed 
two or three years ago if it had not been for 


"the militancy. Member after member of the 


house of commons who had pledged himeeié 
to female suffrage has publicly declared that 
he will no longer vote for it, or at lonst not 
until this militancy has come to anend. But 
still) the militant women ¢o on. 
Misunderstand Political Life. 

Nothing is more surprising than the es 
traordinary power some of theses women 
have to misunderstand the most palpable 
facts of political life. 

They are demanding, for instance, thas 
the next suffrage bill should be brought ia 
by 4 ministry. But there could not be formed 
any ministry at this moment which could 
comply with this request. 

It could not be Gone by the Liberals be- 
cause Premier Asquith is against the wom- 
en, and half of his colleagues agree with his 
opinion. It would be just as impossible for 
the Tories, for while Arthur Balfour and 
A. Bonar Law are in favor of the women, 
Austen Chamberlain and F. E. Smith afe 
just as strongly against them. 

Similarly the women are saying that the 
postponement of their bill this session ef 
parliament was all a plot concocted between 
Mr. Asquith and the speaker. 

Ruling of Speaker. 

The speaker gave his ruling which eg 
cluded the women from the franchise bij 
without consulting Mr. Asquith, and his 
ruling was directed rather against the large 
addition of male electors to the suffrage 
than against the women. 

Still thie story is being propagated, and ip, 
of course, believed. There are innumerable 
other legends which are greedily swallowed, 
and help to keep up the agitation. 

The women are golng on, and noe one can 
gay when they will stop. Half the things 
they do are not told In the press, andare per 
haps deliberately concealed. 

It is known that two attempts have been 
made to assassinate Mr. Asquith, but K is 
still quite possible that other attempts have 
been made. There has scarcely been a meete- 
ing for a long time addressed by him which 
has not been interrupted by some screaming 
women. 

Other ministers are pursued with the same 
persecution. David Lioyd-George, who is 
really one of their best friends, ip attacked 
more than even their worst enemies. They 
pursue him not only in London but if he hap- 
pens to be in # country house they wateh 
until he is gone and then they make an at 
tempt at arson or some other form of vie» 
lence. 

Detectives on Guard. 
As a matter of fact, things have become go 


j risky that every minister has to be watched 


every where by detectives. 

The nerves of Mr. Asquith are tron, and ith 
said that he is quite indifferent te the strain, 
whiess that it involves an amount of watehe 
fulness of his movements, which is irksome 


alone. But nowadays it is dificult for him 
to get even that amount of solitude; he knows 
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and a bowler hat and he never wears an over~ 
 eoat. | . 
Encounter a Delight. 

To him, with his perfect nerve, the idea of 
an encounter has all the delights of battle, 
especially if it should be an encounter with 
one of the male supporters of the suffragets. 

The other day after a cabinet meeting, and 
when militancy was at its height, it was sug- 
gested to Mr. Burns that it might be risky 
for him to walk down to the house of com- 
mons without protection. He laughed and 
went off in his quick strides, and nobody ven- 
tured to approach him. Mr. Burns is ali 
right. 

Conviction and imprisonment do not do any 
good. Some of the women display a heroic 
courage and obstinacy that almost recalls 
the stories of the early Christians.

Refused to Take Food, 


When she was sent to jail she refused to 
take any food; then she had to be forcibly 
fed. She made no resistance, but the mo- 
Ment the operation was over she was able, 
by the exercise of some internal muscular 
power, to get rid of the greatest part of the 
feod. 


She had to be released at last and, more 
dead than alive, she had to swallow some 
brandy. Her only sign of repentance was ‘0 
eay in a feeble voice: “‘ No surrender; votes 
for women.”’ 

Reginald McKenna, the present home sec- 
retary, whose duty it is to look after prisons 
and prisoners, is also an object of bitter at- 
tack. Heisa rigid, stubborn, and courageous 
man.

But even he has been forced by several] of 
the women to release them before their sen- 
tence has expired, 

Now he is thinking of bringing in a new 
law which will enable him to do without forci- 
ble feeding, but instead to release them on lIi- 
cense for a certain time, and then to bring 
them back to prison again if they repeat 
their offenses. 

It is an equally singular feature of this 
strange movement that the women who take 
part in it are drawn from all] classes of so- 
clety. Several of the most violent are daugh- 
ters of the aristocracy; others, of course, 
come from the dressmakers and factories. 

There is an inexhaustible supply of money 
behind the movement, $50,000 being collected 
at one meeting. It has spread also among 
women whom one would not suspect of any 
keen interest in politics; many actresses are 
militants, so are many ‘typists. 

It is evident that thfS movement is only 
part of that great emancipation of women 
which has characterised English life for the 
last twenty years. 

Perhaps it began with the bicycle and the 
love of independence and the open air which 
the bicycle cultivated. At all events there 
it is. It will be a mercy if the whole cam- 
paign does not end in some tragic catastro- 
phe in which a homicida! fury kills an illus- 
trious man.

Regard for United States. 

That they have refrained from doing so in 
Mexico has been solely out of regard for the 
United States. 

While the Monroe doctrine has never been 
definitely recognized by the foreign powers 
in letter, i has been recognized by them in 
spirit, if I may be permitted to use the ex- 
pression. No matter how grave the provoca- 
tion received frum any of the Latin republics 
of the new world, no Duropean gsvernment 
would dream of resenting it by means of 
armed force, without having previouégly 
effected an understanding about the matter 
with the United States. 

Of course, this deference on the part of the 
old world nations to the United States, where 
the Latin republics are concerned, imposes 
upon this country certain obligations which, 
while they undoubtedly exist, are difficult 
of fulfillment, owing to the refusal of the 
republics in question to recognize the de 
facto suzerainty of Uncle Sam, though they 
_ are glad to benefit by the protection which 
they secure thereby from foreign intervén- 
tion. . 
These obligations have been urged upon the 
government at Washington for some time 
past by the Americans having interests in 
Mexico and by the old world powers to bring 
about armed intervention. 


Would Fight Invader. . 

Armed intervention by the United States 
would mean no mere holiday parade. or 
empty military demonsiration, but a full 
fledged invasion by one or more large ar- 
mies, operating in a most difficult country, 
where the entire population would sink all 
their differences, no matter how sanguinary, 
and united against the American invader. 

Moreover, before the United States armies 
had reached the capital and reduced the

And then come the banderillos, with their 
barbed arrows, and finally the picadors in 
their broad rimmed hats, short velvet jack- 
ets, and breeches of light yellow leather. 

This procession is ended by the ring serv- 
ants, sometimes called the wise monkeys, 
who attend to the horses and clean up the 
ring after the fight, and after them are the 
mule teams, gayly caparisoned, which, three 
abreast, drag the dead bulls and dead horses 
away at the end of each act. 


Enter the Bull. 

This procession goes round while the band 
plays, and as the music stops the bullfighters 
have taken their places. Then the drum 
beats and a trumpet sounds. Every eye is 
turned toward a door In the walls of the ring. 
See, it has opened, and the bull rushes 
through! As he does so a man leans over and 
drives into his shoulders, up to the hilt, a 
dagger from which flutter bright colored rib- 
bons. . 

The bull snorts with rage. He paws the 
sand of the arena, and then, seeing the mata- 
dor waving a red blanket, he goes on the 
rush, with head down to wipe him from the 
face of the earth. The matador leaps off to 
one side, and the head of the bull is lost in the 
blanket. The beast now catches sight of an- 
other man with a purple shaw! and rushes 
for him, 


He runs this way and that, his tormentors |

The banderilleros stand in front of the bull.

These shafts bob this way and that 
as the animal runs, and as they do so the 
blood flows down his shoulders. 

Each man does his work, and at the end 
there are finally six of these shafts tortur- 
ing the bull at every motion he makes. Some- 
times, to make him more angry and increase 
the pain, firecrackers or explosives of one 
kind or other are affixed to the barbs, 6o that 
they burst and burn inside the flesh. 

But let us stop now and look at the crowd.

The great question, however, is why should 
the motor club abandon a run which proved 
ite worth last year.

“The economic considerations that enter 
into the substitution of motor truck for horse 
transportation in practically every line of 
commercial terprise go deeper than most 
people would think, probably,’ says Rollin 
W. Hutchinson, a truck expert. “That 
the removal of horses from city streets tends 
to cleanliness, to sanitation, and to the more 
efficient handling of congested traffic; that 
motor trucks, by their greater speed and 
endurance, broaden their owner’s selling ter- 
ritory beyond what can be reached by horse 
gervice; that motor operation is more eco- 
nomical than horse operation—all these 
things are recognized in a general way by 
business men. That there may be a connec- 
tion between the high cost of living and the 
high cost of maintaining horse transporta- 
tion equipment is not so obvious to the casual 
observer, though there is ample ground for 
connecting the two things. 

“The evidence in this connection les in 
the increased cost of ‘living, so to speak, for 
horses as for human beings. It has grown 
simultaneously and in nearly exact propor- 
tion for animals and for men. Accurate cal- 
culations from the actual market reports 
show wthat in the last five years the cost of 
feeding a horse has increased 137 per cent. 

‘Inasmuch as a horse’s feed is produced 
by the soil on which the food for human 
beings, whether grain, vegetable, or flesh, 
must be raised, and, even with its enormous 
acreage of unused land, the United States 
imports each year more and more of the 
things that are grown in the soil, it is plain 
that to reduce the cost of living for men, 
women, and children one of the easiest and 
most evident steps is to devote to producing 
food for them however much may be neces- 
gary of the acreage now used for raising food 
for draft animals. 

“ This sounds theoretical and fantastic at 
first, perhaps, but the hard test of plain fig- 
ures shows it to be practical and common 
@ense. There is not a point at which the 
motor truck is not cheaper to maintedn than 
the horse. For example: 

“To give the most working efficiency, @ 
horse must be stabled near his work. Not 
only is the time it takes to drive him from 
the stable to the job just so much lost out 
of the working profit units but every step of 

the way is taken from the distance he oan 
travel in his day’s work. A horse being flesh 
and blood has HNmited endurance. A ma- 
chine, if properly built and suited to the 
work, has practically no Nmitations, 

“The necessity of stabling bhorees near 
their work to save both time and strength 
going to the job and returning from it, meange 
a@ constantly increasing expenditure for hous- 
ing. For in cities and even towns stables fre- 
quently must be located in districts of fast 
rising property values. The motor truck, on 
the other hand, suffering no weariness of the 
fiesh and having from twice to six times or 
even more the speed of the horse, can be 
housed at any distance from its working 
base that-may be desirable for economy. 
Furthermore, the garage is not the unsani- 
tary nuisance that the horse stable is; and as 
a single motor truck. propenly used, will do 
the work of from three to six two horse 
teams, it is fair to calculate that the motor 
truck equipment required for a given amount 
of work will occupy no more than one-fifth 
the floor space required for horse equipment, 
This allows for the space occupied by wag- 
ons, borees, feed, emd so on.

“Such a difference in the cost of main- | 


tenance is appreciated by most men who have 
given their transportation service serious 
thought. But there are other elements in 
load moving costs which arte not so obvious 
until you begin to dig down. The fact that 
many a master of transpontation begam as 
@ stable boy, became a driver, and has been 
promoted to his job at the head of delivery 
end trucking service because of his knowl 
edge of horses and how to get the most out of 
them, puts a good many business men ata 
disadvantage in solving transportation prob- 
eg because their advice is not disintereat- 

“ Neither, for that matter, is the advice of 
@ maker of motor trucks disinterested, per- 
haps, in a sense But every successful busi- 
nets maneger knows that part of his suc- 
cess is due to the fact that he has pushed 
the sale of his commodity, whether it is man- 
ufactured product or some kind of service, in 
‘the direction in which he knew it would ab- 
@olutely make good. A motor truck concern 
which has proper regard for ite future and 
its commercial standing will not advise the 
Mbetitution of motor trucks for horses un- 
fees there is a certainty of their proving prof-

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“Horses that are used cafefully will not 
work more than 50 per cent of the working 
days of the year. It is possible to get 75 
per cem of the working days out of a horee, 
but this is done at the expense of hie encur- 
ance; he wears out more quickly. 

Other band, a good motor truck is in prime 
condition 90 per cent of the time, taking out 
all the time lost on repairs and adjustments. 
And in 90 per cent of the year’s working 
days the motor truck will work practically 
twenty-four hours a day if necessary; that 
ia to say, it hae not moods, it is never ‘ halt 
sick’ and so to be coddled,; when it is in 
commission it is up to full efficiency the 
whole time. ‘ 

“One of the minor economies of motor 
trucks that is frequently pointed out is that 
they do not eat when they are loafing. That 
meang that fuel expense stops every time the . 
truck stops in a weil conetructed car. There 
ie no Sunday feeding, no holiday feeding, no 
Sunday or holiday exerciaing or cleaning, or 
other care. And while one man can look 
after horses, a competent mechanician, who 
may be a good mechanic instructed by a 
motor truck engineer, can give motor trucks 
the necessary supervision. 

‘ There is another important consideration 
in the difference between motor trucks and 
horses as investments. A horse grows old 
every day, whether he works or not. He is 
wearing out with age all the time, even if he 
spends moet of his hours in a stall The 
motor truck wears only when itis in use; 
when it is idle there is no expense connected 
with it whatever except the interest on the 
investment. And a horse accumulates inter- 
est on money invested in him in the same 
way. 

“Few concerns would reéquip themselves 
with horse transportation now. A horse 
that has been used in delivery or hauling 
service, especially on city pavementa, is of 
little value for any other use when he is too 
far gone to be valuable for that. An old 
wagon or horse dray is absolute junk. It 
costs more to patch up and renew superan- 
malated horse equipment than k does to en- 
tirely reéquip with motor trucks that will do 
the same amount of work.

“The use of motor trucks is still a recent 
thing. In the early days mistakes were 
made by both the builders and owners, and 
some of the wrong impressions which took 
root then have grown and spread since. For 
instance, to get the most value out of a motor 
truck by both saving money on present de- 
livery costs and extending the gelling area 
of a business it is mecessary, of course, to 
lay out the transportation business anew, 
making it fit the changed conditions. One 
truck will Go the work of a horse and wagon 
a@ good deal better than the horse ard wagon 
will do it, but ft would be wasteful, be- 
cause, like every. other machine, a motor 
truck must be kept in constant motion during 
working hours to earn the full profit of 
which it is capable. Unless a business uses 
at least three horse wagons it cannot use 
one motor truck to advantage. /

At the present time, it is important that ell 
clubs support the bill which has been intro- 
duced at the present session of the legislature 
which calls for adequate punishment for 
the theft of automobiles. The Tice road bill 
also is indorsed by the state association and 
is worthy of the support of every aulomo- 
bilist and farmer. 

Among other things, the Tice bill provides 
that the auto license money be kept in one 
fund and expended solely for road improve- 
ment. As these roads must be constructed in 
the country ‘and the farmer has paid the 
smaller proportion into the license fund, he 
certainly would be receiving the greater 
benefit at the least cost. It ts pointed out by 
the promoters of good roads that a tax levy 
of 8.10 per annum for the next twenty years 
on each farm in Illinois, the average size 
being 129 acres, would enable the state to 
construct a complete system of improved 
roads. It is further argued that it should 
be the aim of every farmer in the country to 
cotperate with the automobile owners in 
seeking to bring about such an improvement. 


The State Automobile association was | 


formed largely for the purpose of securing 
improved highway conditions, but this work 
is now being handled with excellent results 
by the Illinols Highway Improvement asso- 
ciation. The automobile association has ac- 
cordingly decided to devote its energies 
largely towards restraining vicious legisla- 
tion affecting automobiles and in cotperating 
for the welfare of all members and car own- 
ers of the state.

John KR. Thompson Buys Two 
Broodmares for His Stable. 


BOTH ARE OF BEST STOCK. 


Bide Lights on American Trotting As- 
sociation Meeting. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

Important additions to the broodmare band 
of John R. Thompson of Chicago were made 
the other day when Dick McMahon bought 
in New York the famous matrons Sister Alice, 
2:10%, by Baron Wilkes, and Dorothy T., by 
Advertiser. 

Sister Alice is one of the most distinguished 
broodmares in the books, her produce includ- 
ing the trotters Brother Direct, 2:12; 
Brother Milroi, 2:14%; Brother Spier, 2:18%; 
Mister Spier, 2:22; and Brother McKinney, 
2:28. Although her record is not the fastest 
the 3-year old filly Sister Spier is the best of 
the lot, as last summer, when a 2 year old, 
she showed a trial mile for W. J. Andrews 
in 2:10%, and was tabbed by all the horsemen 
at the Cleveland track the best of the age 
they had seen except, perhaps, the record 
holders of thatage. Mr. Tnompson’s stallion, 
Azoff, son of Peter the Great, was a wonder- 
ful 2 year old under McMahon's training, tak- 
ing a record of 2:14% the first time he was 
turned for the word, and but for an accident 
caused by playing while in harness he prob- 
ably would have been the first of his age to 


enter the 2:10 trotting list. That wasin 1910. | 


since which time Mr. Thompson has secured 
for the stallion a choice lot of mares, they 
being quartered at his Libertyville farm, 
where Azoff is in the stud.

Meeting Without Turmoil. 

The congress of the American Trotting as- 
sociation held last Tuesday had some inter- 
esting side lighte which did not appear in 
the newspaper reports. A few weeks ago it 
seemed possible that a fairly successful effort 
might be made to harass and disturb the 
present administration and that perchance a 
lot of the labor expended by the rules com- 
mittee on the revised code of turf laws would 
be undone or partially negatived by changes 
urged by individual interests. But when 
matters came to a yote there was no ques- 
tion as to the sentiment of the delegates, and 
the work of the committee was approved wath 
no material modifications. 

It was the idea of some that the “ man- 
date’ which precedes the rules should be 
so worded that every law and bylaw must be 
enforced literally and in the most drastic 
fashion, but when the representative of a 
dozen Canadian tracks in membership with 
the association pointed out the fact that in 
his section it would be impossible for those 
tracks to conduct successful meetings if the 
management of each course Was not permit- 
ted some leeway, and that under such circum- 
stances the Canadian members would be 
forced to join the National Trotting associa- 
tion, there was ea change of sentiment and the 
proper thing was done. 


Moone Offers Arguments, 

Secretary Moone of the Detroit track called 
attention to the fact that In 1912 eleven grand 
circuit tracks operated under tne national 
rules, although also members of the Ameri- 
can association, and it did not take him long 
to show the delegates that the big tracks 
organized a# the grand circuit and giving 
the bulk of the money offered in this country 
for trotting and pacing were in a position to 
ignore any authority but their own if they 
felt disposed to do so, although that was not 
precisely the manner in which Mr. Moone 
put the matter.° The idea sought to be con- 
veyed by some that harness racing ts a busi- 
ness was laughed down, the personal experi- 
ence of a majority of the delegates being such 
they knew the contrary to be true, 

As a matter of fact, the one and only thing 
that keeps harness racing going over about 
1,500 tracks in America is the enthusiasm of 
men in all grades of life over racing asa pure 
sport. It enables hundreds of small towns 
to give a race meeting every summer 'be- 
cause there always are some horse lovers 
who are willing to devote their time and ex- 
perience to the matter free of charge,-and 
their work is vitally aided by the other fact 
that, without exception, the men who own 
and race trotters and pacers know absolutely 
when they begin the postime that it iea pure 
luxury, never profitable, and calling for 
whatever -amount of unreturnable capita} 
each individual may see his way clear to fur- 
nish. 3 
Trotting Now in Great Favor. 

Trotting has flourished in America for more 
than a century, and it never was in greater 
favor than now, when about $5,000,000 is dis- 
‘ributed annually in purses.

Secretary Langtry. tonight announced that 
arrangements for the tournament were as 
complete as any he had witnessed in previous 
tournaments. 

The opening took on the sémblance prac- 
tically of “ Toledo night.” After the speech- 
making program sixteen teams, representing 
various departments in a local automobile 
plant, stepped to the alleys and opened the 
tourney. Toledo teams will complete their 
schedule by Wednesday night of next week. 
There are 100 teams from this city entered 
in the tournament.

“Circus performers ate one big family 
of brothers and sisters. The majority of 
them are generous one ae a fault.

-_Another point which ‘oui: not be over- 
looked by the novice—when you raise good 
poultry, bred from good stock, you can al- 
ways sell a few cockerels and surplus pullets 
at a price considerably better than that 
to be obtained from the butcher or grocer. 
If you are only a small backyarder you stand 
a show of selling good birds to your neigh- 
bors at fancy poultry prices. 

The appearance of your uniform flock will 
bring about these sales. Such flocks are 
noticed and commented upon by almost 
everybody, whereas, on the other hand, 4 
flock. of scrubs or mixed breeds never re- 
cefves as much’ as a passing notice. Ona 
green, well kept lawn in the suburbs what 
is more attractive and is more noticed by the 
passer by than @ flock of hens all of uniform 
color and general makeup? It, adds an air 
of prosperity to the surrountings. 

Should you decide to purchase eggs, and 
these eggs are to be intrusted to setting 
hens, care must be exercised in the selection 
of such hens. A wild, scary hen may result 
in. broken eggs or a forsaken nest.. A good 
plan’ is to try the hen out for four or five 
days on glass eggs, and then study her hab- 
its as closely as possible. 

Before setting the hen give her a thorough 
dusting with some reliable insect powder, 
and repeat this operation a couple of times 
during the incubation of eggs. A dusting 
box placed near the nest will assist materi-

Many persons regard the saleswoman with 
gemuine pity. They believe that she has a 
hard time of ft; that she is pooriy paid; that 
her working hours are long, and that she is 
treated with small courtesy both by her em- 
ployer and the general public. But they are 
mistaken, and decidedly so. 

In the first place, the wages of a good sales- 
woman exoeed those of the average worker 
in almost any profession that is open to 
women. 

Secondly, the law of the land will not per- 
mit the woman worker to labor more than 
ten hours eae day, and it is seldom she works 
more than eight hours. 

The salegwoman is accorded every cour- 
tesy by her employers, and, asa rule, there 
is a rest room, a reading room, and a piace 
for general amusement on some wpper floor 
of the aevrage department store to be used 
by women employés 

It i@ not every one who can obtain the po- 
sition of saleswoman. To seovre the poei- 
tion one must be intelligent, tactful, cheer- 
ful, and confident. 

Look in the want ad section of the news- 
paper. The demand for efficient saleswomen 
is far greater than tHe supply. The secret 
of success in salesmanship lies in affability 
and a desire to please. These must be inher- 
ent in your nature, for you cannot “ fake” 
agreeableness. If you are agreeable, if you 
have a flowing form of discourse, and a de- 
sire to “ get on,” you will, in the idiom of the 
day, ‘‘deliver the goods.”

Fortwo years 
IT held this “ position,” but by the end of 
that time I tired of the constant routine of 
the work and decided to go to work for my- 
self where I could get real wages. I thought 
Inow would have a little time for my own 
amusement, for I w: : tired of all work and ne 
play.

However. the work was 
too dirty and did not appeal to me—even at 
that age I entertained higher ideals and

_ At the age of 16 I secured a position ina 
dry goods store as delivery boy and*boy ofall 
work around the store. In addition to the 
gtore duties I attended to the work at my em- 
ployer’s home, mowing the lawn evenings 
anc taking care of his horse and coing other 
bain work. I received a salary of $5 a week. 

After two years in this position. and not 

eing any advancement. I secured a position 
tm a competitive store. The salary offered 
was but $4 a week, one dollar lees than I had 
been receiving, but I was given a position 
as assistant in the domestic @epartment, 
whfch gave me an opportunity to learn some- 


aeons of the business.

Raised $2 in Two Years: 

I became friendly with the men in the car- 
pet department, and, being of an ambitious 
nature, I soon learned the carpet business in 
connéction with my dry goods duties. Ina 
short time I could make and hang window 
shades and. draperies almost as well as the 
men in direct chargc. ! was‘ with this cor- 
cern about two years and had but a §2 raise 
during that time. 

Feeling that I was capable of earning more 
and was worth more to the-firm. I demanded 
araise and wasrefused. Then I succeeded in 
securing a pokition with another concern ip 
the domestic department, the position being 
given me In preference to other applicants on 
account of my experience fn the carpet de- 
partment, which I had gained on,my own 
Initiative under my former employ€r, it being 
part of my duty to help with the carpet work 
when oceasion required. I received the mu- 
nificent salary of $7 a week, and this fore 
young man of 20 years certainly did not look 
promising or encouraging. 

Up to this time, be it remembered, I gave to 
my parents practically all of my earnings, 
keeping butatrifie formy own use. My com- 
panions were all doing better than I finan- 
clally at that time, making from $12 to $15 a 
week. I had the same opportunities to do 
likewise, learning a trade {n some shop or 
fectory. but I had se* an ideal for myself and 
was determined to succeed init.

I mention these that you may know I 
was loyal to the firm and endeavored to give 
it the best there was in me. I was then re- 
ceiving a salary of $12 weekly. 

Things ran along smoothly for a period of 
four years, all of which time I was acquiring 
rew knowledge, studying evenings an@ dur- 
ing my spare time, anc otherwise fitting my- 
self for larger duties. I had applied for a 
raise several times, but each time my em- 
ployer put me off with promises. 

At last when it seemed that promises were 
all I was to get I applied for a position with 
another firm and was accepted. Then’ went 
to my old boss ané told him.

As my home was in Chicago 
and not entirely clear of debt, I thought it 
to my advantage f° accept his offer. 

About this time ’I took another course in 
advertising to learn new methods of attract- 
ing trade, many of which I putinto ny firm’s 
advertising. At the same time I kept up to 
date in my window trimming and qard writ- 
ing. I now took entire charge of the store 
during the proprietor’s absence, which was 
quite often, owing to the fact that he him- 
self attended to mést of the buying and would 
be away from a week to thirty days ata 
time.

Many a man when he takes a new position - 


makes the mistake of thinking that he had 
better not set a precedent of hard work, or 
his boss wil! expect him to keep it up, even 
though it were physically impossible. 

“ Anyway,” thinks the new employé, “ the 
boss will think more of me if I apparently do 
my work with ease.”’ 

But the real boss doesn’t care a rap how 
you do it, so long as you Go it, and do it 
right, In a reasonable length of time. 

In other words, he judges the new man by 
the amount of time for which he pays him— 
what the new man accomplishes in that time. 
And if the boss should happen to know that 
the new man is spending more than the 
working hours in order to make good it in 
most caees would be a recommendation; 
would show earnestness and effort. 

It does pay to work hard at the start in 
order to overcome the handicap that every 
new man on a job has to buck—the possibil- 
ity of friction with older employés, lack of 
knowledge of the business, and unfamiliar- 
ity with many of the detaiis of the job.

“The crop districts Into which the province 
is divided for statistical purposes have a 
total area of 86,826,240 acres. The total 
areca of the principal grain crops in 1910 was 
7,882,065 acres, or 8.5 per cent of the area of 
the crop disticts."’

Tables covering the total and average pro- 
duction of the province in the four leading 
grain crops show that the total and average 
production of oats. barley, and flax for the 
year 1910 were: Oats, 63,315,205 bushels; av- 
erage, 30.40 bushels per acre; Barley, 5,859,018 
bushels; average per acre, 24.58 bushels; flax, 
8,044,168 bushels; average per acre, 7.68 
bushels (the lowest In nine years). 

In Canada all grain is sold according to 
grades established by law. The inepectors, 
who are government appointees, decide the 
grade of all grain passing out of the country. 

What is known as the Goose Lake district, 
southeast of Saskatoon, has occupied the at- 
tention of a large number of homesteaders 
and lané puruchasers during the last three 


_years. These people have gone away beyond 


the end of steel and opened up a magnificent 
stretch of land, all the way to Calgary. Rail- 
way lines extended into this district have at 
once begun the hauling out of wheat, which 
has proved an abundant crop. 


In 1908 no towns, no elevators, and wheat 


areas comparatively small, becoming smaller 
in extent ag one got farther from town; in 
1910 there were a dozen villages, three of 
them incorporated, and over two dozen ele- 
vators. It was estimated there were from 
3,000,000 to 5,000,000 bushels of 1910 wheat 
marketed from the district, nearly all of the 
wheat went No. 1 northern, bringing 80 ents 
a bushel or more in cash to the farmer.

“ The eoutnern part ot Manitopa is the 
best settled part of western Canada and 
has the appearance and characteristics of an 
old. established farming country. 

“ The average annual yield of spring wheat 
on farms in Manitoba, from year to year, is 
from twenty to thirty-five bushels to the acre, 
with occasional yields running to forty-two 
bushels 90 the acre. : 

* Wheat is the standard crop of the north- 
west, and hence ie used for purposes of all 
comparisons, but what this soil does for 
wheat it will also do for a multiplicity of 
other crops, notably flax, which is the big- 
gest money crop of Manitoba, in point of yield 
peracre. Ytekis of flax are frequently made 
of twenty-five bushels per acre, netting the 
farmer $50 or more per acre per year. Bar- 
ley, oats, timothy, alfalfa, and red clover 
and all kinds of root crops are standard 
crops here, and yield abundantly. 

* The soil of the Red river valley is a thick, 
friable clay loam running from three to six 
feet in depth before the clay subsoil is 
reached.

The Red river 
vailey is known as a sure crop district, the 
average rainfall being 21.84 inches per year 
Most of this rain falls in the growing season.

““ Whai has just been said of the Red River 
valley applies with equal force to every 
other scttled part of Manitoba. The soil of 
Manitoba is inexhaustibly fertile and tnex- 
pressibly rich. 

“The standard grain crop of Manitoba is 
wheat. The finest wheat in the world is 
produced here; in fact, Manitoba No. 1 hard 
wheat is the standard quality from which 
the value of other wheat in the world’s mar- 
kets) is determined. The deep. rich loam 
of the prairie, reinforced by its heavy sub- 
svtl,, contains the exact elements necessary 
for the production of the large, clean, fitnty 
berry prized by the millers. With good farm- 
ing methods the average yield of wheat is 
from twenty-five to forty-two bushels per 
acre, and thie is frequently in fields that have 
been cropped continuously from twenty to 
thirty years. 

“ Climatically and In other respects Mani- 
toba is suitable to mixed and dairy farming 
and market gardening, as well as to horti- 
culttre and bee culture. Yields of 200 to 
250 bushels per acre in potatoes are consid:

“ Progress of Nations,” Canadian series, 
published by George Routledge & Sons, Lim- 
ited, London, Eng., in which the author, 
Leo Thwaite, describes his observations in 
@ comprehensive tour of the proyince of 
Alberta made in 1911. The Peace river coun- 
try is situated In the northern part of the 
provines. It is described as a thinly settled 
district, just awakening to the possibilities 
of agricultural development. 

These extracts are taken from the book: 

“The climate of Alberta is, in general, 
characterized by a dry and clear atmosphere, 
a comparatively light rainfall, and go much 
bright sunshine, even in the short days of 
winter, as to have earned for at least one 
part of the provjnce the title .of *‘ Sunny 

The cHmate is, more- 
Over, less changeable than that of the At- 
lantic coast. Winter, setting in between the 
middle of November and the middie of De- 
cember, prevails without a break until the 
middle of March, and. when spring has com- 
menced there is no return to the wintry 
conditions. 

“May, June, July, and August are the 
wettest months, with rainfalis avefaging 
2.80, 3.53, 2.28, and 2.17 inches respectively. 
The rain is usually most copious when most 
needed, ceasing just when the harvest is 
Gue, Records taken over a period of seven 
years show for the gouthern part of the 
province a mean annual precipitation of 15.4 
inches. This is undoubtedly a light rainfall, 
but that it is sufficient from the agriculitur- 
alist's point of view is proved by his crops, 
and is explained by the fact that practically 
all the year’s rain falls during the growing 
season, and is held by the clay subsoil which 
occurs, neariy! every where in Alberta. 

‘It is true that both in the north and in 
the south the temperature not infrequently 
falls considerably below zero for short 
periods, but the clear air and bright sun- 
shine mitigate the cold to a remarkable ex- 
tent. There are no rains in the winter. In 
the north of the province snow falls to a 
depth of from six to eighteen inches, and re- 
mains until spring; in the south the snow 
that falls rarely exceeds a depth of nine 
inches, and does not last long.

actual existing conditions and the results 
to be obtained therefrom. :

"To work a quarter section to advantage 
in a fairly open country a man would need 
a team of three strong horses. costirfg ap- 
proximately $200 each; a set of harness, cost- 
ing $40 to $50; a sleigh for marketing grain 
in winter, costing about $30; a breaking plow 
costing from $25 to §30; a set of harrowe. 
about $16; a disk drill for three horses, about 
$120; a disk harrow, about $25; a binder, 
about $150, and a mower for cutting hay, 
about $65.

compulsory. 

Now the lining is omitted entirely whenever possible, 
and when used it is always of soft satin, with compara~- 
tively few bones, and cut away to such an extent it be 
tomes hardly anything more than a wide fitted girdle. 

Any good waist line pattern, generally of eight seams, 
Will do, but it must be cut and fitted to the collar line 
and then boned, using as many es are necessary for 
the individual figure. These bones are whalebone, flex- 
ible and of the best quality, and have holes through 
Which they are tacked to prevent their slipping. 

The seams of the waist lining are pressed open. the 
ze nemmea witn silk pinding to match, and e casing 
ef sitk ribbon is shirred om the seam, through which 
The bones ‘are slipped, then tacked securely. The bones 
Bever run more than two inches below the waist line 
°F over four inches above, and the top and bottom of 
the casing are brought over the bone and sewed fat.

Whenever the gown opens at the front or back, in 

cutting allow enough material at the center seam to 
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_ be turned back and pinked, and an extra fap of mate- 


tial is stitched at the left side. 7

—first a hook, then an eye, on the same side. This 
prevents them unfastening while being hooked. 

The edge of the lining is boned with silk binding and 
s8metimes hemmed, but great care must be taken never 
to have this line show through the outalde. 

All waist linings excepting for morning dresses are 
made of white or flesh colored satin of a soft yet dur- 
able quality, and the lining must never run over the 
shoulders, 

For low cut negligees the lining is cut away below 
the bust and to the top of the corset line at the back, 
which must be very low at the center, Lace insertion 
of very fine and sheer quality is placed across the bust 
and back, running under the arms, and sometimes & 
narrower width runs over the shoulders, but this ie 
more often omitted. 

A very attractive idea that one of the most expensive 
and well known dressmakers uses so generally it is al- 

most @ trademark is to run colored satin ribbon (usual- 
ly pink or blue) about an inch wide or less through or 
tacked on to this lace, with a small bow at the center 
front. A tiny bunch or wreath of tinler rosebuds in 
different colors is placed near the bow or at one side, 
and the effect through the chiffon or the outside of the 
blouse is most charming, but is of course only suited to 
a certain type of gown of 4 simple, youthful sort. 

Many variations can be worked out from this pretty 
idee. If chiffon is used, with or without lace, to make 
the upper part of the lining this same trimming can be 
put on, and is just ag lovely, but it nfust always be 
velled. In cutting the chiffon, which is alwaya white or 
flesh color, it must run from the waist line over the 
satin Mining and over the shoulders and must be cut in 
one piece, with seams at the side under the arms, Be 
gure never to have a geam on the shoulder. 

This chiffon comes to the edge of the finished low 
neck itself, and more often an inch beyond, and is fin- 
ished with a hemstitched edge.

If the gown is cut very low, and most of them are, 
soft folds of flesh colored maline of the best quality 
are laid across the bust and «a little less in the back, 
for, though the lines of the figure should be suggested, 
immodesty is in bad taste. No matter how low the 
gown is cut, the maline veils and protects without spoil- 
ing the long lines; but it would be quite absurd to have 
practically no waist. | . 

For dressy formal afternoon gowns the lining can be 
eut away. just over the bust and to the armpit, aad 
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even with a collar or Dutch neck the lines of the shoul- 
ders and bust want to be suggested, whether the mate- 
rial ig transparent-or not. For morning dresses of cloth, 
satin, or serge the lining generally consists of a wide 
silk belting, with a little chiffon or very thin silk slip. 

There is really no such thing as a skirt lining now, 
for whet might be called the skirt lining is practically 
a drop skirt. If this drop skirt is part of the overskirt 
or outside skirt it is always of the same material or 
material that makes a contrast either in texture, pattern, 
or cloth, and no other lining is necessary. Innumerable 
variations and combinations can be worked out from 
this idea. When the skirt lining or drop skirt does not 
show, make it of clinging satin or charmeuse and cut te 
@ little below the knees. Use a pattern with four or five 
geams, taking darts where necessary. 

This Mning must fit tight, with absolutely no fullness 
anywhere, and an opening is made by cutting any part 
of the skirt open, no farther than is necessary to alip 
the gown, wherever the design calls for it. This open- 
ing is faced and finished with small snappers or hooka 
and ¢yes. The seams of the lining are pressed open 
and overcast or pinked and the bottom edge is simply 
hemmed. Lace or soft chiffon finishes this ining to the 
feet, and this gives e soft, dlaphanous effect ‘and is sen 
on all the best models. It should be put on without 
any fullness, with only one seam at the back.

Since the natural figure lines prevail, the large waist, 
flat back and hips, soft low bust, and flexible Boning 
are the dominating features in al) grades of corsets. 


A few of the American manufacturers have brought 
cut models which show to a modified degree the relaxed 
figure line, which is the correct thing with extreme 


Gressers in Paris and which calls for slightly more full- 
ness over the abdomen. Consequently such models are 
ready for the trade should a demand arise. It is antici- 
pated, however, that the desired effect will be ¢-nerally 
produced—at least in the beginning—by the drapery of 
the dress rather than by a chatge in corseting. 

Many tricot corsets of silk and of cotton, together 
with models of soft, fancy net for popular price dis- 
tribution, are included in the spring styles. 

Brassieres are more sheer and softer than ever. The 
bust supporter made with plenty of boning and cloth 
of firm texture still holds its own, however. The more 
elaborate forms of brassiere have even more attention 
than was accorded them a year ago. 

The new styles have little or no boning and are made 
from allover embroidery and lace, hand embroidered 
linen, net, batiste, lawn, crépe, and silk, 

Petticoats follow along the lines of last season, but 
are in brighter colorings. Many shades of reds, green, 
and high shades of blue and purple, also pastel shades 
and white, are featured. Black is not in as great ¢de- 
mand as formerly. R 
. Measaline leads in medium and popular priced petti- 
coats. Crépe de chine is used largely for exclusive 
models. Taffeta is used chiefly for the cheap grades, 
though the softest qualities of taffeta are employed in 
the better garments, 

The petticoats are gored to fit snugly to the figure 
end in many lines have patent fasteners instead of the

Put one quart in 
first tub and one quart in second tub. Rinse 
in lukewarm water with one teaspoon glycer- 
in, which makes the blankets soft and dry. 
This is enough for four blankets. 

Oil pickles can be mace by women on farms 
at a siight:expense and sold at a good profit, 
as everybody likes them.

Two cups sliced onions, one gallon of smal!

Which Side Do You Take? 


There are people today who have the same 
view. On the other hand, there are thowe 
who hold the scripture statement as lew-- 
that the parents should provide for the 


children, and not the children for the 


parents—and take the stand that the chil- 
dren are under no monetary obligation 
whatsoever to the father and mother, but 
have a full right to anything they can earn 
by the work of their heads or hands. 

Which side do you take? 

I-asked a man this question while I was 
pondering over the letter with which Il 
started this talk. 

** I feel I owe everything to my parenta,” 
he said, promptly. ‘‘ They brought me into 
the world, fed, clothed, and educated me, 
gave me a good home and affectionate com- 
panionship, and nothing I can do for them 
in return would begin to repay them. I 
shall always be in their debt.”’ 

Hig wife broke in protestingly. 

“I don’t agree with you at all,"’ she cried. 
** I don’t think I am under the least obliga - 
tion to my parente for ‘borning 'me. They 
didnt bring me here for my pleasure put 
their own, and after they had me the least 
they could doin common decency was to see 
that I was well cared for and brought up 
properly. Why should I feel myself ‘in 
their debt?” . 

Her remarkes sounded far leas filial and 
amiable than her husband’s, but I[ hap- 
pened to know her for one of the most de- 
voted and self-sacrificing of daughter, 
who counted nothing a burden she could do 
for her father and mother. I made a re- 
mark to this effect. Her retort wes quick. 

“*I do that for love, not from a sense of 
duty. I care so much for them that I would 
give up anything in the world to make them 
happy—but it’s not from any old idea of 
obligation. or paying them back for what 
they have done for me.” | 

She and her husband both arrived at the 
game goal, but they came to it by different 


ways. And, after all, what matter the 
route sO thet the end is the same? What 
difference does it make if a child contrib- 
‘utes to the parent’s support from love or 
from duty?

Let's Talk the Subject Over. 


Yet this does not altogether answer the 
question of my “ young man ”’ correspond- 
ent. Have the parents the right to the chil- 
dren's wages as the mother of my small 


messenger boy and the father ofthe yankee 


farmer lad evidently felt they had? Is ‘it 
a fair thing to take a child, either boy or 
girl, from school at the earliest legal age 
and set him or her to work as a means of 
support for the family? In the eyes of the 
law the minor’s earnings may belong to the 
parent, but is it justice or kindness to en- 
force this? How much shall the sons and 
daughters be expected to contribute to the 
running of the home? Board may be paid, 
but is that enough? 

Of course we all know cases where the 
young people of the family have, without 
compulsion, assumed the burden of a house- 
hold, taking care of the parents who are 
invalided or in any way incapacitated from 
self-support, bringing up and educating the 
younger children, foregoing homes of their 
own for the sake of the families into which 
they were born. The legal aspect of the 
case does not affect these workers one way 
or the other. They simply see what they 
consider their duty and do it, and would 
resent the suggestion that they were un- 
faily dealt with in any respect. 

Also we know instances where there is 
mo way outside of pauperiem for the chji- 
dren of the family to avoid contributing 


their earnings to the common good of*the4 


household. Illness, bad habits, lack of em- 
ployment for the older members of the 
family, have tied a mitMstone around the 
necks of the younger inmates of the home. 
Necessity in such cases knows no law, and 
the burden bearers take the lot that falls 
upon them not from choice, but because 
they must. 

How do you of our conetituency feel on 
the subject? Are the children fulfilling 
their duty when they do this and doing no 
more than their parents have a right to ex- 
pect of them, or are they in a sense mar- 
tyrs to the family tie? Have the fathers 
and mothers a right to ask their boys and 
girls to go to work in order to supply 
their share of the family funds, or isit an 
unfair advantage to take of their children? 
Is there more claim upon the boys than the 
girls, or vice versa? Should the contribu- 
tion towards the old home be demanded 
after the children are of age. or does it 
cease when their minority ends? 

This is a matter which interests all who 
are wage earners and who have wage earn- 
ers in their families. It ts a question on 
which there are sure to be diverging opin- 
ions. Let me have some of these and talk 
the subject-over together on this page as 
we have done with others of like inipor- 
tance,

Thus much in explanation 
solution offered by I. V. T.: 

N. and the mother 
of the gi rgihe wishes to marry are half sis- 
ters. 

“ Their fathers being brothers, they are 
cousins as well as sisters. 

“The girl and himself, being children of 
sisters, are first cousins.

According to this the girl and the young 
man are both first cousins and second cous- 
ins, which adds to the deadly closeness of 
the relationship, should marriage be con- 
tracted between them.

Physicians have for years uttered warn- 
ings against merriages between cousins, 
and the memory of each of us can afford 
harrowing illustratfons of the risk of such 
alliances. Insanity, scrofula, tuberculoais, 
imbecility are only a few of the woes which 
follow in the track of marriages between 
thoge near of kin. They can offer no excuse 
of ignorance, in this enlightened day, for 
venturing to call down the diseases I have 
mentioned, and other maladies as well, upon 
the heads of their children and their chil- 
dren's children. 

I trust I may have the codperation of ail 
intelligent men and women in this small 
effort to protest against the inquity gf 
marriages of this class.

Beef a la Mode with Raisins. 

“Will you be so kind as to let me know 
how to cook beef & la mode with raisins? 
My husband has eaten it and likes it so 
well that he wishes me to make it, but I 
don’t know how. I would like also to know 
how to make cottage pudding with a good 
gauce and just how to mix it, for my hus- 
band is fond of that, too. Mrs. von K.” 

BEEF A LA MODE WITH RAISINS— 
Cut a quarter of a pound of salt pork into 
strips and fry them in a saucepan, with a 
sliced onion, in good beef dripping. Lay a 
compact round of beef upon them, add a 
pint of bofling water, cover, and cook ten 
minutes to the pound, turning the beef 
threes times during the process. Take up 
the beef and lay itin a dripping pan, dredge 
it with flour, baste it with its own gravy 
once, and leave it in an oven where it will 
keep hot without cooking while you strain 
the gravy left in the pot. Take the grease 
from the top, thicken it with browned flour, 
seagon with pepper and a little salt, if it 
needs thie, and stir in a teaspoonful of 
white sugar, a heaping tablespoonful of 
Sultana raisins you have washed and picked 
over, and the eame quantity of blanched 
almonds cut Into strips. Boll gently three 
minutes, put the beef in a dish, and pour 
the gravy over it and around it.

To Get Rid of Rats. 
“Some one has asked how to get rid of 
nats.

Be careful no 
children get hold of it. Keep the chickens 
and the dog or cat away from it. After 
having mixed the stuff put it in saucers, 
a tablespoon to a portion, and set it any 
place where you are troubled with rats.

Don’t worry ower the possible odor, for 
there will be none. Most of the rate seek 
water and go out to get it, but none ecapes. 
The above doge is not cruelor troublesome, 
but you must be careful in handling it. 
You may be sure of the best results, ‘as I 
have proved by using it over twenty years 
and making my breed and butter by mixing 
and selling it. Tue Scotcn CHPMIstT.” 
Let me reiterate the caution of our chem- 
ist friend that you will noi leave the least 
portion of this poison where the children 
or pet animals can get hold of it. Nota 
week passes that we do not see accounts 
of poisonings that have taken place through 
carelessness or ignorance. The rats are 
undoubtedly a pest, and I am glad to put 
in your way any method of getting rid of 
them, but you pay a dear price for relief 
from them if there is even a possibility of 
any casualty from neglect to put the stuff 
meant to destroy the rats where human 
beings or harmless animals cannot get hold 
of it.

Hill climbing is an exercise of endurance. 
Although it allowe opportunity for great ex- 
ertion, there is not the corresponding degree 
of fatigue. There is a rhythmical succession 
of exercise and rest in climbing. 

This exercise ie splendid for the heart and 
ihe lungs, indeed all the vital organs are atim- 
ulated to extra exertion.

Clothing Should Be Comfortable. 

Appropriate clothing should be worn. A 
short skirt te very necessary. The dress 
should be loose and of light weight and the 
waist of flannel. | 

The shoes should be comfortable and easy, 
with thick soles and broad, low heels. If 
the climb is to be long and hard, spikes er 
naile in the heels would be of great assist- 
ance. An alpenstock will also be very 
helpful. 

Let me tell you exactly how to practice 
deep breathing. 

Stand as relaxed as possible, arms hanging 
at the side, chest, neck, and head erect. In- 
hale slowly and deeply through the nose 
until the abdomen is extended. Continue to 
inhale umtil the breath is forced up into the 
apexes of the lungs. ‘ You will note that the 
abdomen is now contracted and the chest 
raised far above normal position. 

Hold for a few seconds, now slowly exhale 
through the nose, lowering first the chest 
and then contracting the abdomen. again. 
Three minutes of such breathing night and 
morning will prepare you for the day's work 
physically, mentally, and spiritually. 

Place the thumb on the left nostril, closing 
it; inhale slowly and deeply through the 
right ‘nostril; with the hungs fell, close th- 
right nostril, leaving the left open, and exhale 
through the left. Second, inhale through the 
left, the right being closed; exhale through 
right with the left closed. 

In a few weeks a change will be noticeable. 
The breathing exercises should be practiced 
with the eyes closed for the best results. 

There is a very simple device which aids 
greatly in expanding the unused cells of the 
lungs. Inhale deeply through the nose, then 
expel the breath, slowly hissing !t through 
the teeth. The breath should pess out even- 
ly, and necessarily will come slowly.

Give Deep Breathing Fair Trial. 

The object of this method of expelling the 
breath is to expand the little ueed lung cells. 
The breath passes out so slowly that the vol- 
ume of air which has been Inhaled is virtually 
dammed back in the lungs, thus distending 
every tiny air cell. 

So do not be weary of the subject of deep 
breathing, but give it a fair triel, Begin 
your practice on your next walk. Take a 
slow, steady breath till the chest is quite full. 
Do not strain yourself in any way, nor try 
to fil the lungs to their utmost capacity. 
Simply take a’ good, full breath. You will 
help yourself very much if you hoM your 
neck againet the beck of your collar.

For those who have weak lunges there is no 
one remedy of greater value than deep 
breathing. 

You can complete your work in deep 
breathing by exercising on your back. This

the morning and going to bed at night. 
Clothing then forms no hindrances. 


‘Lie flat:on your back on a blanket which 


is placed upon the floor. Inhale and exhale

Panama and mohair should’ always be 
tailor made, and their summer equivalents 
of gingham, calico, and heavy chambray 
should follow suit.

“Taking the A Out of Adam” 
Used to Be Thought Funny. 


UTHORS during ancient, medieval, and 
even modern times have performed 
sotme wonderful literary feats in the 
way of trick writing. The lipograi- 
matists or letter droppers of antiquity wrote 
poems and even long books with some letter 
of the alphabet conspicuous by its absence. 

An ancient scholar, Tryphiodorus, com- 
posed an epic poem of twenty-four books, in 
the first of which the letter A did not ap- 
pear at all—the .ook being called “ Alpha,” 
for the good reason that there was not an 
alpha in it. From the second book B was 
excluded, and so on through all the twenty- 
four letters of the Greek alphabet. 

Peter de Riga, a canon of Rheims, wrote 
a summary of the Bible in twenty-three sec- 
tions and in each section some one letter was 
omitted entirely. Gordianus Fulgentius in hk 
somewhat similar book excluded the letter A 
from his chapter on Adam, the letter & from 
the one about Abel, and the letter C from 
the one on Cain. 

Gregorio Letti speaking before the Acad- 
emy of Humorists in Rome omitted the letter 
R from his oration, which perl.aps was con- 
sidered witty in those days. Reing asked 
by ap admiring friend for a copy of this dis- 
course he replied wita a seven page letter 
from which R also was omitted. 

Another eccentric schoo] of writers* shows 
great fondness for some particular letter. 
Hugbald in one of his writings begins every 
word with a ©. <A pretty poem by Petrus 


Placeatius has each word beginning with the 


letter P. A nobleman of the time of James 


the First having nothing else to do appar-— 


ently wrote a set of sonnets, each of which 
begins with a successive letter of the a'phabet, 
while the Earl of Rivers translated a poem 
of 200 lines in such a way that almost every 
word ended in E. eee 

The pangrammatists try to work in every 
letter of the alphabet in a single verse. The 
popular typewriter practice sentences, “ The 
quick brown fox jumps over t.e lazy dog” 
and “Pack my box with five dozen liquor 
jugs,” are modern examples of this queer 
art. ; 

“John P. Brady gave me a black walnut 
box of quite a small size,” contains only 
forty-eight letters, bu. in it may be found 
every letter of the alphabet. . 

Combining the two achools, some coventrie 
writers have written verses-—-seny of them 
of only four lines—containing every letter uf 
the alphabet except one. _ Lord Holland 
worked out a short. legend which emitted all 
the vowels except E. 

‘Verses in which every word of the first line 
starts with A, of the second line with B, 
and so on have been composed by diligent 
literary workmen. For instance, “ The Siege 
of Belgrade” .tarts: 

“An Austrian army awfully arrayed, 

Boldly, by battery, besieged Belgrade,” ‘ 

And so on through all a letters of the 


alphabet.

parks or to the eheaper theaters to while 
away their leisure moments. 

Many of them, however, have to start work 
early in the morning. They are usually tired 
out by this time, as they have already worked 
fite or six hours, so they io net care to wait 
ableut. Instead, many of them seek some 
quiet plave where they can lie down and 
have a little nap. But the places to get this 
desired rest are not easy to find. 

This set several men to thinking. They 
got talking the matter over and decided to 
establish some place where men and women

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workers can go and have a nap at neontime 
They raised $5,000 with which to carry out 
their plans. 

They secured a desirable building in the 
business district. This is divided into twe 
gectious, one for men and the other far 
women, éach section consisting of sleeping 
quarters and reading room, The sleeping 
rooms are farnished with cots and the reading 
reoms with easy chairs, tables, and lounges. 

On arriving patrons leave their names at 
the desk and are assigned to a cot, which ‘s 
numbered so that no one else can elaim it., 
After they have stated at what time they 
wish to be called they are shown to their 
cots, and they can lie down without fear of 
oversleeping, as they will be awakened at the 
stated time.

Does Man Live Longer Now? 


Deaths Fewer Among Young. 
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tion of whether man now lives long- 

er than his forefathers did, all 

experts apparentiy agree on one 
point, and that is that modern science has 
waterially reduced the death rate among the 
young, but that after the age of 45 the 
ehances of long life are much reduced ao 
comparison with our long ago ancestors. 

Arthur Benington, the medical authority 
for one of the largest foreign life insuran-e 
companies in the world, says: 

“One nation of antiquity has left some 
reasonably exact records which date back 
over five thousand years. The ancient Egyo 
tians lived to a ripe old age when their eoun- 
try had peace within its borders. From the 
days of Khufu and Khepra in the old king- 
dom down through the middle kingdom inté 
the times of Throthmes and Rameses of the 
new empire we find records of these who 
lived to 70, 80, and 90 years of age. 

“Nor’ were these old ages so infrequent 
and searce as to cause wonder. In fact, dut- 


HILE statiscians differ on the ques- 
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ing this whole period from 6,000 to 8,000 
years ago we find recorded the following 


prayer: ‘May the gods grant me a ‘long 
life, even to 110 years.’ There are not many 
of us who would have the hardihood in this 
day to pray for 100 years of life.” ' 

On the other hand, different British sta- 
tistics just issued demonstrate strikingly thr 
modern science in the last fifty years has 
materially’ reduced the death rate among 
the young. Dr. Brandreth Symonds says: 


“ Modern science has achieved this much 


of a triumph. The new born habe has a 
very much greater chance of attaining man- 
heed than he had a few years aga, and in- 
finitely more chances than he had in the 
earlier ages. And this chance seems to be in- 
creasing rapidly. 

“From 1870 to 1805 the mortality among 
babies dropped less than GO per cent and that 
of children from 1 to 2 years ald 42 per cent. 
But at the same time it must be accepted as a 
fact that the chances of a may of 45 attaining 
old age are less than they used to be.” 


Some Birds Die A-Dancing; 
The Scorpion a Born Suicide, 


HE fish has at last been found which 
seems to defy all traditions in that ‘t 
is able to live and breathe and eat out 
of water. It comes from Gambian, 4 

province of Africa, and was brought te this 
country coiled up in a cocoon. It has one 
lung which it uses to breathe with on land 
and has gills to live by in the water. It was 
found at the bottom of a dried up stream. 
Scientists claim that it is a survival of an 
ancient period and belongs to the ealrliest kin} 
of land living animals. It bears some resem- 
blance to a salamander and is only the second 
specimen of its kind in existence. 

As for birds that dance to a point of ex- 
haustion and sometimes even of death, South 


America furnishes several examples. Some 


have the habit of mi? periodically for the 


purpose of dancing. Some sing as they dance, — 
while others accompany the refiain with some- 


thing unquestionably like instrumental music. 
The rupicola dances-alone. Birds of his 
species range themselves in a circle on saft 
ground, Then one of them, bright with sear 
let and orange plumage, leaves the circle and 
advances to the center of the space with al! 
the dignity of a courtier dancing a minuet. 
He begins slowly, then gradually increases 
speed, terminating his performance hy lean- 
ing and whirling until he falls exhausted. 
Sometimes the bird does not recover, but dies, 
apparently from too much exercise.

No Definite Reason Known. 


HAT is the foundation of the “ thir- 
teen” superstition? Why is it, now 
that we are fully started in the 
year 1918 that the superstitious are 

becoming more and more weighted down with 
the burden. of their inexplicable fears? For 
they age unexplainable—no one can tell you 
just why they are in such dread of the num- 
ber if you press them for - reason: 

Neither is it in English speaking countries 
that the date is a fateful ome. You can trace 
it in France, where the minister postpones 
the publieation of the names of a new cabinet, 
that the list may not appear on the 13th of 
the month. 

You meet with it in Germany, too, where 
even Bismarck would rather sacrifice a din- 
ner than make one of thirteen at a table. 
Again you ean come across the same super- 
stitious terror in Switzerland, in Italy, and 
in the Scandinavian countries. You find it 
on the stock excharge, and even in gay, 
cynical Paris it creeps out, when a holiday 
starts on the 13th and half of the people stay 
shamefacedly at home. 

An English expert along statistical lines 
has recently compiled some valuable informa- 
tion on this queer but interesting subject. 
The superstition, traced back to antiquity, is 
thought to have its foundrtion in all Scandi- 
naviarg countries in mythology. Tteir ancient 
gods and goddesses apparently loatked the 
number, but back of that nome can go. 


As for the reason in England two explana- 
tions are offered, though probably not one 
person in one thousand who cherishes the 
delusion can really tell them. One authority 
ascribes the whole tradition to the ill luck 
thought to be associated from the fact that 
thirteen sat down to the last supper. But 
why any blighting or pernicious influence 
should result . mankind from that solemn 
gathering no man or woman of any san¢ 
mind has ever been able to say. Though 
there are scholars who explain the terror by 
pointing out that since Judas whe was the 
first to quit the table hanged himself, the 
superstition has come down through the ages 
since then. 

But there is another and more definite 
reason of its origin which was only reached 
after a long and laborious search on the part 
of a number of learned men. “ The super- 
stition,” they say. “that where a company 
of persons amount ta thirteen one of them 
will die within the twelvemonth afterwards, 
seems to be founded on the galeulations ad- 
bered to by the insurance offices which pre- 
sume that out of thirteen persons taken in- 
discriminately, one wil! die within the year.” 

So apparently the :uperstition comes from 
a ridiculous deduction from. Biblical history 
or from the chance ecaleulation of some for- 
gotten insurance man’s computation whose 
theory would probably be upset in five min- 
utes by a modern authority upen life aver- 
ages of healthy individuals. 


How to Cut Cost of Living; 
Lie on Your Stove: Don’t Talk. 


N certain portions of Russia there are 
peashats who bave solved the high cost 
of modern living, apparently to their own 
satisfaction and in quite a unique way, 
for during the long winter months when pro- 
visions are high they gu inte a state of actual 
hibernation, along with the animals, and do 
not emerge watil spring. 

This is the simple methed they follow:

It’s this way: ‘The Slav girl says if she 
gets married in this country she has to work 
too hard—housekeeping, raising chi’dren 
keeping boarders, and doing extra work to 
help the constantly increasing family. 

That is, the work is too hard in propor- 
tion to what she can do elsewhere. If she 
goes hack to the’old country with the money 
she has saved in three or four years’ work 


here she can buy a good farm, or a store, or 
some other means of livelihood, and can get 
along fine without great effort. 

And if she gets married in America she 
must needs bow to the will of her husband. 
while if she gets married in her native land 
she can choose her husband to suit, and, 
being the owner of the ranch, naturally and 
logically she will be boss of the ranch.

Only the Beginning of It. 

Many other instances are known of Slavic 
girls going back to Europe, despite the fact 
that each had-a dozen men at her feet. And 
this is only a beginning. Those familiar with 
the life of immigrants in Chicago declare 
that more and more girls will return to their 
native villages in Europe to choose their hus- 
bands there instead of marrying in America. 
The American husband no longer makes an 
appeal to the immigrant girl. This despite 
the fact that only half a dozen years ago 
hundreds of girls were imported into Chicago 


and other cities annually to become brides 
here. 

One girl who has made up her mind to go 
back to Hungary next summer was asked to 
tell the reasons that cause her to spurn the 
suits of her Americanized fellow immigrants. 

“It I stay here and marry,” @he said, “ my 
husband and I will rent three little rooms ‘n 
a tenement house. He will make $9 or $10 a 


week. For a while everything will be ait- 


right. Then, just about the time the first 
child will come, he maybe will be laid off tor 
a month or two. Of course I will have to 
help out. I will take in boarders. 

“Then, a little later, when my husband 
will be laid off another time, I will have to 
go out and do scrubbing in addition to keep- 
ing boarders. In ten years from now, when 
I will be only 32, I will look like an old 
wonlan, ; 

4But if I go back to Hungary now an 
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altogether different life awaits me. I have 
been in Chicago four years. I worked at 
first as a domestic. Then I worked in a 
restaurant. Im these four years I have saved 
nearly $1,000. When I bring this amount 
to Hungary, there it will be worth four times 
as much as it is here. 

“T will marry a man who will have much 
respect for me. And everybody there will 
have much respect for me. For when I come * 
to my native town I come there an expeti- 
enced woman, Here in Chicago I am a 
stranger and an immigrant. When I come 
back home my experience in the new world 
makes an educated lady out of me. I will be

HE propoundingofthe question whether 
the dog is or is not the greatest friend 
of man opens the door of ancient clas- 
sical and histarical reflection.

panied by his dog. 

Some time ago, when I was in China, on 
the north wall, so-called, assuming to make 
some explorations upon my own account, I 
was told that there, on the border of Tibet, 
Confucius, the great Chinese teacher, studied 

the stars for his new religion and composed 
his oracles first to his dog. The Chinese 
say that that dog is what is now known as 
the dachshund, and the Chinese have a prov- 
erb from that day: 

“If you must tell your secrets, tell them 
to your dog—he can keep them.” 

It is known that in the cloisters of St. 
Bernard, both in Switzerland and in France, 
a species of dog is the trusted agent when 
these reverend and sacrificing men go to the 
rescue of the distressed, and thus the name 
“St. Bernard” dog came to be established 
as.an expression of fidelity.

Whether a dog is the best friend of man 
cannot be answered by me, but of all the 
animals which have become domesticated the 
dog has been shown to be the only anima! 
that never knows the difference of caste, 
class, wealth, or habitation, The shriveling, 
hungry fice, clinging to the wasted toiler in 
the humblest abode and living on the scat- 
tered scraps of a hungry family, will never 
forsake to go next door to the family that 
has the bine ribboned, silver belled poodle or 
the felt wrapped collie. 

The horse is too large an animal to come 
so close to mankind as the dog. Neverthe- 
less, natural history has recorded, and I re- 
member Mr. Roosevelt in a discussion of his 
on nature worshipers, etc., adverts to his own 
experience in observing that the horse will 
never step upon a human being; that if a 
human being is near its foot it will always 
bring its foot to the earth lightly; that a 
horse will always shy from a child, and 
seems to know the young from the old.

Mules will kick a child, but a horse will 
not. The horse would be driven by a child 
and become conscious that it is going wrong 
and will immediately turn and face a fence 
over which it cannot go and beyond which 
it cannot be driven, and wait, suffering the 
whip of the child as if it were conscious the 
child did not khow what it was doing.

OUR-FIFTHS of the dogs harbored in 
Chicago are of the tramp and mongrel 
breed. The other fifth are household 
pets. 

Of all the domesticated animals the dog, to 
my mind, is the one least to be trusted. He 
is by nature deceitful, vicious, treacherous. 

The dog that is fondled on the knees of his 
master today may be the agency for his mas- 
ter’s death tomorrow. 

The dog at heart is one of the most cowardly 
animals to be found on the streets of Chicago 
today. This is proved by the manner in which 
he displays his cowardice. He will attack six 
children to one adult person. He seems ia- 
stinctively to know that children, especially 
small ones, are unable to defend themselves 
from his assault. 

The person who believes that the dog is ‘the 
best friend of man*should visit our institute 
and see the terrible suffcrings of a patient who 
is afflicted with rabies. One visit would be 
enough to disabuse his mind and convince him 
that the dog is, to an extent, man’s most mor- 
tal enemy. The sight of one such suffering 
person is enough to shatter the nerves of the 
strongest man. Many a child may be found 
in Chicago today with a mangled hand, a 
deformed foot, or with frightful disfigure- 
ments inflicted by the bite of a vicious canine. 

* 


Bitten Persons Mostly Children. 

We treated about 400 patients in this insti- 
tution last year, persons who had been bitten 
by dogs, and the majority of them were chil- 
dren. I am proud to say we have not recorded 
a single death. 

It’s surprising how fond of a dog a woman 
may become. There are many women in Chi- 
cago who have dogs for pets, but this is a prac- 
tice I thoroughly condemn. I like dogs—it’s 
only human nature to be fond of them—but I 
like them in their place. 1I-wonld not have a 
dog in my home under any circumstances. I! 
would stand in constant fear of its treachery, 
and I believe a dog in my house would be a 
menace to my family and place the lives of my 
loved ones in jeopardy. 

I have treated women in this institution who 
have been bitten hy their pet dogs and for 
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whose lives I sometimes despaired while they 
were undergoing treatment. . When I finally 
saved them from death they have bemoaned the 
fate of their dogs. I have little sympathy with 
them. I usually advise them to go to some 
orphanage, adopt a baby, and know what real 
happiness is. 

The dog is docile and apparently content so 
long as its master holds it subservient to his 
will and instills a fear in its heart of the 
power the master possesses to do it bodily 
harm. But many cases have bern recorded 
where dogs—dogs of the bettefclass and breed 
—have turned upon their masters and rent 
them almost beyond recognition. And this is 
liable to happen at any. moment. The owner 
of a dog, no matter how confident he may be 
that the beast is loyal, never is entirely im- 
mune from a vicious attack while the dog is in 
his presence. 

We call the man who strikes a woman or 
who performs some other deed of atrocity a 
cur. It is a just appellation. In committiag 
such deeds he is emulating the mongrel dog of 
‘the streets—the gutter canine. It is a paral- 
lel simile—the man striking the defenseless 
woman and the dog attacking the helpless 
child.

Bites Because He Is a Coward. 

There seldom is provocation for a dog to 
bite a person. In throwing himself at chil- 
dren he but demonstrates the point I am trg- 
ing to make clear—the attack is the result of 
a disposition which is beyond the power of 
man to curb. He bites children because he is 
a born coward who dares not attack a man 
who can defend himself. 

In the cases where adults are bitten by dogs 
it usually develops that the dog is afflicted with 
hydrophobia. Rabies may lie dormant ina 
dog for an indefinite period. The fact rhat he 
has bitten a grownup person should convince 
the master that he is not to be trusted.

He is a noble 
animal in whom faith may be 
imposed with impunity. He 
is all he appears to be—a faith- 
ful, majestic animal, whose 
disposition never changes and 
whose loyalty cannot be ques- 
tioned.

“The successful fortune teller is the girl who 
depends not entirely upon .the fundamental 
principles, but who studies people and applies 
ber ever increasing knowledge to her art. 
Por while there are certain fixed rules and 
values and meanings to every method it js 
never safe to go wholly by them. 

Amiability, truth, and sincerity are accred- 
ited to the girl with soft, languorous eyes, 
gentle voice, and appealing manner. Yet if 
there be a thinness to the hand and a hard- 
ness and a curving tendency ‘to the fingers, 
treachery, deceit, and even cruelty are the 
gir?’'s true characteristics, in snite of the soft 
voice and gentle manner.

Tell the Favorable Things. 


The amateur who wishes to be .popular 
must be careful against expressing unfavor- 
able characteristics. Even though you love 
your sweetheart you may be conscious of 
some predominant fault in him; he may be 
selfish; he may be thoughtless; but never take 
advantage of your position of fortune teller 


unpleasantness will surely follow. clo man 
enjoys being informed of his faults. 

Enlarging on the favorable points of the 

one whose fortune is being told—even though 
they be .ever so small—is the secret of a 
popular fortane teller. If a- woman’s hand 
shows tact, tell her that she is the kind 
that always has sense enough to give her 
husband a good dinner before she asks him 
for a new hat or gown. 
* If you see a man has a good head line and 
you are sure that he is a diplomat, tell him 
that he has a wonderful faculty for getting 
along with people by knowing the right thing 
to say or to do; or if his judgment line is 
well developed, tell him that he is clever at 
managing people and at manipulating busi- 
mess deals.

The nian or woman who 
gives you a loose, light handshake is either 
inefficient or cold and selfish, He will sac 
rifice little for others and is of a conserva- 
tive disposition, while the man who shakes 
your hand with a whole souled grasp is gen- 
erous, hospitable, and warm hearted. A man 
who bows lew when he greets you generally 
adds deference to friendship and is easily led.

No fortune teller can be expert without 
knowledge of facial characteristics.

the disposition may be entirely opposite. 

Again, thin lips, cool eyes, and an aloof 
bearing may be but a veil to hide a tense, 
tempestuous nature, the clew to which will 
be revealed in the hand. Light eyes indi- 
cate strength, dark eyes power. Gray eyes 
or brown which do not kindle readily be 
speak calmness and not much humor. Sma! 
gray eyes, close together, denote selfishness 
unless their owner has a large, generous hand. 
If they are apart, common sense. 

Thin lips, reserved eyes, thin nose indicate 
that the man or woman is more given to the 
inteHectual than to the material. 

As for the coloring, Coarse black bair and 
eyes usually indigate decided power along 
some line. Fine black hair and eyes, and you 
have purity and goodness and a strong 
nature. Auburn hair goes with refinement 
and good taste.

Women in Suffrage Parade.| 


LLINOIS’ delegation te hé suffrage 
pageant in Washington on Merch -8' is 
“a splendid, asgured success. The names 
of more than a hundred women in the 
state who are ready to prove their alle- 
giance to the cause of votes for women by 
marching on foot through the streets of the 
capital have been given to Mrs. George 8. 
Welles of Park Ridge, the official parade 
chairman. It is anticipated that before the 
week is over, the names of many More women 
who have remained undecided and doubtful 
will be added to the lMst. 

It is to Mrs., Welles’ vatant and unceas- 
ing effort that the suffragists attribute the 
dignified proportions assuthed by the delega- 
tion during’ the last two weeks, 

From the moment she was told of her ap- 
pointment to the responsible and difficult po- 
sition of official-parade chairman, Mrs. Welles. 
set about the task of bullding up a large 
body of marchers with an enthusiasm and 
determination that ie an inspiration to the 
type of suffragist who says “suffrage is 
surely Coming "’ and then sits idle waiting for 
its approach. 

No suffrage organization tn the city escaped 
a visit and appeal from Mrs. Wells for pa- 
raders and money, Her systematic seheme 
of descending upon one association after an- 
other in Chicago and in the surrounding sub- 
urbs can be termed nothiag short of strenu- 
ous. 

After kindling the enthusiaam of the mem, 
bers by telling of the broader, larger mean- 
ing of the parade and reminding them that 
it is a privilege as well ae a duty to the 
cause to march, Mrs. Welles produced the 
turban cap to be worn by the Ilinoig march- 
ers'and adjusted it over her dark waving 
hair, so thet it made a becoming setting for 
her fine womanly face. Then after the stole 
had been fastened about her neck to show 
the suffragists just how they will look in the 
line ef march, a patriofic enthusiasm was 
invariably evidenced, with the result that the 
names of women and donations from mem- 
bers unable to go to Washington themselves 
were forthcoming at the close of the meeting.

Too Much Red Tape. 

Then theré was the matter of arranging 
for comfortable and economical transporta- 
tion for the paraders so that they should be 
in fine marching spirit when they arrived in 
Washington, and, last and moet tedious of 
all, the securing of a permit to allow the 
marchers and their escort to walk through 
the streets of Chicago. 

“TI found it ig one thing to walk on the 
sidewalk and quite another to march in the 
street,’ said Mrs. Welles, ** and even a more 
dificult proposition to gain permission for 
anescort. There is an endless amount of red 
tape necessary in obtaining such a permi!<, 
and I hope that it will be done away with, at 
least In part, when women are given the 
ballot and have some authority to act.”’ 

Aithough Mrs. Welles’ plans are alwavs 
well laid and succesafully carried through, 
she is perhaps the least militant in her man- 
ner and methods of working of any suf- 
fragist in the state. She is a conservative, 
cultivated woman, as is manifest by her ap- 
pearance and low, well modulated voice. Be- 
cause of a marriage relationship with Abdi- 
gal Dunnaway, Mrs. Welles ‘fas taken a 
Passive interest in woman’s suffrage for 
several years, but it was not untillast spring 
when the euffragists were circulating their 
petition among the voters that she became 
active in the work. The signature of every 
voter in Park Ridge except two was ob- 
tained by Mrs. Welles, who courageously 
met the trains and asked the men to sign the 
petition on the station platform, 

Last fall Mrs. Welles spoke many times 
for the Progressive party and was known 
as one of the most effective campeigners for

with her support whenever she feele the 
cause is just and never spares herself when

After the last afternoon session of the an- 
nual convention of the Iinois Equal Suffrage 


amociation at Galesburg, an event which is 


always fatiguing as well as inspiring, Mrs. 
Welles got into a waiting automobile, rode 


across. the country thirty miles, and deliv-. 


ered an address for the Progressive party, 


including a strong, persuasive argument for - 


women’s suffrage. 

When plans have seemed to balk and hitch, 
Mrs. Welles has been cheered and encour- 
aged by Mrs. Grace Wilbur .Trotit, com- 
mander in chief of the Illinois delegation and 
president of the state suffragé organization, 
whose talent for enthusing co-workers is 
almost as valuable to the association as her 
great power for winning converts to the 
cause and ability in executing the business 
affairs of the suffragists, 

Mrs. Trout has held an unlimited faith in 
the loyalty of Illinoig women, and affirms 
that the delegation is no lar than she ex- 
pected. . She was the first woman in the state 
to announce her intention of joining the 
paraders inthe capital. And it was only after 
it became known that the president of the 
state association was lending her suppert te 
the parade that the names of delegates came 
pouring in to Mrs. Welles. 

Mrs. Welles, Mrs. Trout, and Mise Vir- 
ginila Brooks, three of the most brilliant suf- 
fnage speakers in the state, have been asked 
by the parade committee in Washington to 
make addressees at several massmeetings on 
the day of the pageant. 

Much of the credit of freeing the western 
suffragists from the autocratic rule of the 
machine composed of eastern women, which 
was used to railroad through certain meae- 
ures unpopular with western delegates, is 
given to Miss Brooks, who untted with Mrs. 
Catharine Waugh McCulloch and Mrs. Ella 
S. Stewart in their successful war on undem- 
ocratic principles. 

This young woman, who has worked a 
civic and moral reform in. one of the most 
boss ridden towns in Illinois, is as effective a 
speaker as she is a reformer. During the 
winter she has told many clubs and suffrage 
organizations of the straightforward means 
by which she has brought about justice and 
clean politics in West Hammond with a sim- 
ple, earnest manner that has won many con- 
verts to the cause of woman's suffrage.

 ‘In-spite of this War record, we are con- 
stantly talking and thinking as if war were 
not to be considered among the serious prob- 
abilities, hardly ‘among the possibilities, of 
our national life. 

. Few people have been able to close their 
eyes to their own history more completely 
than the American. And no governing body 
in the world has more persistently ignored 
the lessons of its own past than the Ameri- 
can congress in dealing with war: 

The revolution was dragged out inter- 
minably because of the bad policy of con- 
gress. The inchoate state of the nascent 
nation perhaps excused that. But thirty 
years later exactly the same mistakes were 
made, and later they were repeated in all 
our wars up to and including our war against 
Spain. 

Congress had not learned from any of 
these wars, and apparently it does not know 
today, even the rudiments of safe policy for 
a Dation confronted with war. If there were 
a debate tomorrow in the house or in the 
senate men would rise up to repeat the very 
same fallacies which have cost the republic 
years of unnecessary military operations, 
millions of unnecessary expenditure, and 
untold waste in human lives. 

The basic error which has cost ug so much 
is what Tue TRIBUNE has called the ama- 
teur fallacy, the conceited notion based on 
crass ignorance not only of what war means 
but what our own wars should have taught 
us—namely: that because our people are 
proud spirited and intelligent, and have 
proved valorous and successful in most of 
our wars, we can rely upon ourselves always 
to- win with men undisciplined and unpre- 
pared. 

We do not trouble to discover in our own 
history that we have never won with ama- 
teurs; that we have never won until, after 
heavy waste of blood and money, our men 
have learned to fight. 

Washington, whose patriotism will not be 
questioned, declared that our policy should 
be “for.a small army, but a good one.” 
Every congress, though it will squander 
millions-on extravagant public buildings for 
selfish politics, remembérs “ the small ” and 
forgets “the good.” Today our army is 
not only small. It is not permitted to be 
good. Congress is waiting, as congress 
always has waited, until we are face to face 
with a crisis. Then it will try todoina few 
hysterical weeks what not months but years 
are required to do. The result of this folly 
has been the imminent peril of total defeat, 
and when that providentially was escaped, 
then long, weary years of ineffective hos- 
tilities, the loss of many. men, and the piling 
up of huge debts. 

No good American wants to maintain a 
huge standing army. But every one should 
demand a regular force fully adequate to 
the national defense—adequate in numbers, 
adequate in equipment, adequate in training. 

-We have no such army today, and the 
cause is the ‘willful ignorance in congress of 
our national history and of the rudiments 
of military necessity. If selfish pork barre] 
legislation were out of the way we could 
maintain, for the same sum as. we now 
epend, a regular force perhaps twice ays 
large as our present force, and it would be 
far better prepared for action. The con- 
gressman talks of economy. This is waste, 
not economy, and it is 28a e with dis- 
aster.

PRESERVE THE BALANCE. 

Divorces should not be granted lightly. 
To make the dissolution of the marriage 
contract as easy as the breaking up of a 
business partnership is to assai) the best in- 
terests of the community. The lot of the 
“living orphan” is painful under all cir- 
cumstances. In so far as the state of 
Illinois is alleged to have become a Mecca 
for “ easy divorces,” restraining legal action 
by the legislature is necessary. 

But balance should be preserved.. Under 
no circumstances should a bill’ limiting 


been drawn up and is now under considera- 
tion by the Illinois commission on divorce 
and méafriage. It should not he allowed to 
go to the legislature. 

To make infidelity the only ground for 
divorce is to open avenues for blackmail 
and perjury. The state of New York grants 
no divorce except upon statutory grounds, 
and the result is mental and moral degrada- 
tion of the worst order. The offices of most 
of the divorce court lawyers in New York 
are genuine “ hell’s kitchens.” Unspeak- 
able schemes are being concocted there. 
Testimony is manufactured against one or 
the other of the divorce parties. Long after 
the divorce has been granted the parties to 
the divorce are bled by detectives and stool 
pigeons the lawyers have employed to 
“work up” evidence. 

Many a man or woman of irreproachable 
character in New York, who cannot afford 
Reno, will give the law its pound of flesh 
and will submit to the vilification of his 
or her character, will commit perjury, in 
an effort to have the bond of wedlock broken. 

Nor will the cause of morality be advanced 
by restricting divorce to “statutory” grounds 
only. On the contrary, this will breéd 
apathy towards morality. At present chil- 
dren of. divorced couples can still look their 
parents.in the face and feel that the father 
is a good man and the mother is a good 
woman, but that they have had the mis- 
fortune not to get along well together. When 
“statutory” offenses are the sole ground 
for divorce the child’s mind will be poisoned 
from infancy. The boy or girl will grow 
up with an apathy toward morality, with 
a deep cynicism for the parents, or else with 
a lasting hatred for the law and the hypoc- 
risy which has made vilification and perjury 
the price of divorce.

In the meanwhile a area of microscopists 
was plugging away, and from them has come 
the evolution of a theory which is illuminat- 
ing and through which some material and 
practical advance may be made. 

The theory of Ribbert is that cancer cells 
are anarchists; that the cancer state is a 
state of anarchy, and that cancer is anarch- 
ism 


Every cell in the body is an individual, 
lives its life and does its work as an indi- 
vidual, but that, work is thoroughly adjust- 
ed to the work of every other cell. The 
human body is‘the community of cells. The 
laws of physiology are the laws of the com- 
mune. 

Normally each ‘coll: stays in its appointed 
place, lives out its life, does ite work, di- 
vides into new cells—each act being in re- 
lation to the need. Sometimes a cell will 
get away from its proper place; will get into 
a wrong area, will get away from its proper 
work, and will multiply and make new cells. 


eine, 

Showing how fast the cells multiply and 
grow, Bashford: says that you could start 
with a cancer in a mouse and keep inoculat- 
ing it, doing evérything possible to promote 
growth, and in three years all the tumor 
derived from the small: beginning in the 
mouse, massed together; would make a 
giant mouse as large as a St, Bernard dog. 

Ehrlich inoculated a mouse wei one- 
half an ounce with cancer. In a week the 
cancer weighed thirty grams, in’ three weeks 
forty-five grams, aid in'’two montha the 
tumor weighed as much as the mouge. 

The essentia] point is that the cancer cells 
do just what normal cells do, but they do it 
out of relation to need. The individual cell 
does its individual: stunt’ in its individual 
way, but, forgetting all about the general 
good, going it lickety-split, having more in- 
dividual liberty than it ever had before, yet 
killing the community—and when the’ man 
dies the cancer dies. Could there be a bet- 
ter illustration of anarchy? 

‘ e —— 

Many men have worked on. the contribut- 
ing causés of cancer. There is some proof 
that cancer is contagious. Husbands have 
developed cancers after nursing wives with 
cancer,.and vice versa. Seemingly a better 
proof of contagiousness is the easily proved 
inoculability of cancer. 3 

Every well equipped reséarch laboratory 
now has some cancer mice, and from time 
to time pieces 6f cancer ffom these are used 
to inoéulate new mice. Every domestic 
anima! is subject to cancer, and not infre- 
quently research stugents succeed in inoc- 
ulating domestic animgls of various ‘sorts 
with cancers derived from other animals. 

_ Biologists say that this does not prove 
that: cancer is due to a microbe, but that the 
explanation -is easy on other lines.

Cancer houses, cancer streets, and cancer 
towns are recognized. There are damp 
walled, illy sunned, and badly ventilated 
houses in which cancer seeme to thrive. 

Burnett’s ‘The Campaign Against Mi- 
crobes”” recites pages of illustrations of 
cancer houses, cancer streets, cancer towns, 
and cancer districts. His theory ties it up 
with thick, impervious soils, bad town 
drainage, marshes, and absence of sewers, 
bad house drainage, damp walls, wet floors, 
dark cellar sleeping rooms, and poor ventila- 
tion. 

Some cities make cancer reportable and 
bave cancer spot maps, just as they have 
ecarlet fever spot maps. A Prussian sani- 
tary ordinance, passed in 1797, required that 
cancer be reported like. other contagion. 
The proof seeme conclusive that these are 
contributing factors of importance in can- 
cer, though there is no evidence that they 
act through microbes. 

Ten years ago a Chicago physicign—Dr. 
Stoter 
closely akin to cancer, was due to a microbe 
which grew on moldy, wet, bedroom walls, 
but: nobody has gotten any closer to cancer 
in the intervening time.

At once the idea grew that X-rays would 
cure cancer, It does cure some cancers 
pretty well, but not all. In the first place, 
X-rays cannot penetrate well, and therefore 
they are good for skin cancers, but not of 
much account for deeper ones. Another 
limitation is that the rays.are not selective 
enough. They pick out cells rich in glyco- 
gen, and all i working cells are'rich iu 
glycogen: erefore they get some good 
ones along with the bad ones. Allinall, we 
need some agent which can pick out cancer 
cells better than can X-rays. .

The old arsenic and zinc paste.cures were 
alleged to pick out the cancer tissue and 
leave; the other behind. The ads had pic- 
tares of the roots, which, we were told, were 
the roots of the cancer. 

Unfortunately for the business of certain 
gentlemen, .it was easy to show that cancer 
has no roots and that what is left behind 
by plaster, under the microscope was seen 
to have plenty of cancer tissue. What came

In the December number of the Interstate 
Medical Journal Drs, Loeb, McClung, and 
Sweek of St. Louis tell-us their partial suc- 
cesses by injecting colloidal copper into the 
blood. Prof. Leo Loeb is a' brother of Prof. 
Jacques Loeb, and a most careful, pains- 
taking, and courageous investigatorhbimself. 
For twenty years he has been working to 
find a cancer cure. 

Ten years ago he found that he could 
cure cancer in animals by injecting cyanide 
of potash. But the dose required to cure 
the cancer was little short ofthe dose re- 
quired to kill the animal. You see he had 
to take another tack. 

A dozen of the best men in Europe had 
been working on colloidal selenium and eosin 
as a cure, and last fall a report of a case 
of cancer of the stomach treated by injec- 
tions of selenium was made. In the mean- 
while Loeb and his associates had been 
working on copper injections into the blood. 
They could cure cancer in animals—why not 
try it on men? 


—~e- 

Last September they got their courage to 
the sticking point. They got hold of some 
cases that had to die—they were hopeless. 
They had been operated on sometimes more 
than once; the disease had returned; further 
operation was impossible. It did not seem 
possible to make things worse. Why not 
try to make them better? 

In’ October they began injecting these 
men, throwing into the vein from one-fifth 
of'a pint toa pint of watery solution of col- 
loidal copper. .Many of the symptoms im- 
proved under this treatment, and the early 
reports are favorable enough to warrant the 
experimenters in advising that the method 
be still further tried out on cases where the 
diagnosis is certain and the cases are in a 
hospital, where they can be watched prop- 
erly; otherwise not. 

It hardly seems likely that copper would 
be able to seek out the cancer cells and kill 
them off, and leave the other cells alone. It 
probably has some such action. But is it 
superior in this capacity to X-rays or ra- 
dium or the streptococcic serum ? 


~~. 

The experimenters summed up. as. fol- 
lows: 

“ We may state that we are now able to 
cause the gradual retrogression of human 
cancer, and furthermore that the treatment 
does not seem to be limited to one kind of 
cancer, but is applicable in the effective 
treatment of various kinds of cancer. A 
definite judgment on the ultimate outcome 
must be suspended.” 

They .also announce that they have ar- 
rived af two other conclusions. The first is 
that human cancer is more amenable tv 
treatment than is mouse cancer. 

As mouse cancer is being cured right 
along, this opinion is fraught with hope. If 
the opinion be correct, the little faults of 
procedure in curing human cancer should not 
delay discovery of cure for long, but, of 
course, experimentation with men. cannot 
go 60 far as experimentation with mice. 

The second opinion is that there is no es- 
sential difference beween mouse cancer and 
human cancer. Scientists have been agreed 
for some time that there was not a great 
fundamental and necessary difference be- 
tween cancers and sarcomas—epiheliomas 
carcinomas and sarcomas. 

A long time ago the elder Krebs described 
a kind of tumor as a sarco-carcinoma, be- 
cause he could not say to which group it 
belonged. The little pigmented moles that 
develop into violent cancers in man, and on 
the tails of gray horses into fatal sarcomas, 
have always been a battleground between 
the carcinoma and theearcoma school. 


~o 

Leo Loeb held views as to the cancers 
in the deeper layers of thé skin which were 
much contended over. Some of the tumors 
in dogs and other lower animals were held 
by some microscopists to be sarcomas and 
by others to be carcinomas, 

The meaning of all these contentions was 

t the oe between the varieties 

ere 6uU clal and changeable. For in- 
«tance; Ehriich inoculated an animal. with 
caftinoma. He took the carcinoma from 
this second animal and igwculated a third. 
He kept this up for ten generations, when 
the growth began to change to a sarcoma; 
bythe fourteenth generation it: was a 
straight sarcoma. Burnett quotes Loeb ag 
doing the same experiment with the same 
result. 

.From another standpoint, it does not 
matter so, much. For instance, an epitheli- 
oma on the face is.eo mild as scarcely to be 
malignant at all, but an epitheliomes on the 
womb. is exceedingly malignant. A carn 
cinoma in-the womb is mildly malignant; 
in the stomach itis violently malignant. -

ing French statesmen and official digni- 
taries. 

Marshal MacMahon, Grevy, Casimir-Perier, 
Loubet, and Fallieres, were all extremely 
fond of shooting and excellent shots. Fal- 
lieres, indeed, despite his embonpoint, was so 
devoted to shooting that he gave up a con- 
siderable amount of time during the last 
month of his term of office to destroying per- 
fect hecatombs of game in the state pre- 
serves.

President Carnot, at the first shooting party 
after his election in the forest of Ramboull- 
let, Was so unfortunate as to accidentally 
pepper the then Col. Brugere in the lower 
part of the back, Brugere almost succumbing 
tc loss of blood before surgical attendance 
could be obtained. 

Carnot, ordinarily impassive, was almost 
beside himself with distress, and was anxious 
to have no further shooting parties. He was 
told, however, by his protocole, or department 
of state etiquette, that it was obligatory 
upon him to continue the presidential shoot- 
ing parties. So from that time forth he al- 
ways shot with blank cartridges, without 
even taking the trouble to sight his gun. 

Col. Brugere, who had formed part of 
President Grevy's military household, and 
had been slated for dismissal, benefited great- 
ly by his wound. For Carnot felt it neces- 
sary mot only to atone for his own awkward- 
ness by retaining him on the military staff 
of the presidency but to advance him at 
the earliest possible opportunity to the rank 
of general of brigade, from whence he rapid- 
ly rose to the post of generalissimo of the 
French army, from which he has now re- 
tired. 

President Poincare, as I have already stat- 
ed in these letters, has expressed his inten- 
tion of declining to be directed and com- 
manded by the protocole, and while he will 
doubtless continue the practice of giving 
presidential shooting parties, it is unlikely 
that he will consent to handling a gun, and 
will content himself merely with the role 
of a spectator. 

This will satisfy his own tastes and at the 
same time be oqnetrued as gh act of particu- 
lar courtesy towards his' guests. For in 
England, in Germany, and in Austria, when 
the sovereign honors @ great noble by at- 
tending a shooting party, the host usually 
abstains from carrying any gun, or doing 
any shooting himself, devoting himself en- 
tirely to providing the sport for his illustrious 
guest. 
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Perhaps there has been no French president 
who erijoyed these official shooting parties 
more than Felix Faure, who towards the end 
of his term’ of office, after returning from 
St. Petersburg, where he had been received 
with almost imperial honors, insisted upon 
the. revivelr of the ancient custome which 
prevailed at the court of Versailles, and had 
the-héad gamekeeper Call out “ the cock for 
M. le President,’ just as in olden days his 
predecessors wére wont to cry out, “ the cock 
for his majesty," when. the king shouldered 
his gun, the idea being thet no else was 
to. presume’ to shoot at the bird in question.

Mrs. George A. Lawrence of Galesburg, 
state regent and the guest of honor, urged 
the women to look Into the early history of 
the state and to go through the public docu- 
ments filed away in the county courthouse. 

“We have the idea that the state of Illl- 
noise is and always has been a most mod- 
ern, up to date commonwealth,’ she sald 
“ We look upon New England as the place 
of the whipping post, the persecution.of the 
witches, and the barbarous treatment of 


criminals. oe 
H Men for Counterfeiting. 

“In the state of Illinois in 1815-16," sald 
Mrs. Lawrence, “ the penalty on conviction 
for counterfeiting and forgery was banging 
without the benefit of clergy. 

“Tf a man tried to collect on @ bogus bill 
he was fined four times the amount of the 
bill and given not less than thirty- nine 
lashes of the whip on his bare back. If he 
were not able to pay the fine he was thrown 
into prison until the next term of court. 7 

‘Then if he was etill unable to pay he 
was sold for cash to the highest bidder. 

“We ought to continue the work of his- 
torical research which the Daughters of Tit!- 
nois have taken up. We can increase m4«- 
terially the knowledge of the affairs of the 
state of Illincis and make possible an in- 
creased love for the state and for the 
ceuntry.”

MORE TOBACCO AND WHISKY 
USED IN AMERICA THAN EVER. 


Internal Revenue Taxes from July, 
1012, to February, 1913, Exceed - 
Previous Record by $12,600,000, 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 22.—Americane are 
drinking more whisky, smoking more cigars 
and cigarets, and chewing more tobacco | 
than ever before, according to latest tex 
returns to Royal BH. Cabell, commissioner of 
internal revenue. 

From July to February the nation con- 
wumed 94,000,000 gallons of whisky, an in- 
crease of 6,000,000 gallons over the corre- 
sponding period the previous year; 8,500.000,- 
ooo cigarets, an increase of 2,250,000,000; 
4,500,000,000 cigars, an increage of 250,000,000, 
- and 250,000,000 pounds of smoking and chew~ 
\ing tobacco, an increase of 12,000,000 pounda, 
These are record breaking figures. 

In addition drinkers of beer are resuming 
their stride. During the fiscal year 1012 
the consumption of beer fell off materially, 
but the firet seven months of the current 
fiscal year the people of the United States 
have drunk 38,864,000 barrels, an increase of 
1,650,000 barrels over the precedifig year.

HREE YEARS ago, when the train from Brest 

arrived at Rennes, the door of one of the bag- 
gage vans was found to be smashed in. This van 
had been booked by Colonel Sparmiento, a rich 
Brazilian, who was traveling with his wife in the 
same train. It contained a complete set of tapestry- 
hangings. The ease in which one of these was 
packed had been broken open, and the tapestry 
had disappeared. 

Colonel Sparmiento started proceedings against 
the railroad company, claiming heavy damages, not 
only for the stolen tapestry, but also for the loss in 
value that the whole collection suffered ‘in conse- 
quence of the theft.

Women are fitted to excel as poultry 
keepers, because they are patient, enthusi- 
astic, less scornful of details than most 
men, gentle and devoted. Many a well- 
known fancier has his wife td thank for 

uch of his success. And some of them 
will even admit the fact. 

If American poultry women have been 
kept in the background, they are now fast 
coming to the front. There are women 
judges even, like Mrs. S. H. Graves of 
Massachusetts, who has traveled all up 
and down the Atlantic coast to attend the 
big shows. Mrs. Graves has been exhib- 
iting for years and has enough blue rib- 
bons in her parlor to make a generously- 
proportioned bed quilt. 

In the South—at Meridian, Miss.— 
there is a woman’s college where poultry 
keeping is studied scientifically. The 
plant has a 120-foot breeding house, a 
modern brooder, an incubator cellar with 
twenty machines, and numerous colony 
houses. Leghorns and Orpingtons are the 
breeds kept, and there is also a large 
flock of Indian Runner ducks. The best 
birds are entered at the shows and have a 
long list of prizes to their credit. The 
young women in the college come from 
well-to-do families all over the country, 
and it is safe to say that many of them, 
when they go back home, will not lose 
their interest in, and admiration for,

There are great 
possibilities for women in poultry keep- 
ing —— greater now than ever before. But 
success is not to be won without honest 
effort, and some women who take up the 
business are bound to fail. It is neces- 
sary at the start to get rid of all embar- 
rassing kid-glove tendencies. The poultry 
woman is obliged to do things which 
might not be considered exactly ‘‘nice.’’ 
The dropping boards must be cleaned; 
unrelenting war must be waged on lice, 
and perhaps on rats and mice. 

The biggest rewards come to the women 
who are able to breed and to sell fancy 
fowls. Yet, several years of experience 
are necessary before any woman can hope 
to breed birds that will win prizes and 
sell at from five to five hundred dollars. 
Also, it is essential to have first-class 
stock with which to make a start. It may 
seem almost sinful to pay fifty or a hun- 
dred dollars for a trio of birds, but such 
a beginning may lead to an annual in- 
come of many hundred dollars. On the 
other hand, the money may be as good as 
thrown away. 

Actually, the investment need not be 
much greater when a woman breeds fancy 
poultry than when she goes in for utility 
stock.

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It is not fair fora writer to spill the 
ink of enthusiasm all over the page with- 
out also supplying a blotter. The goose 
that laid the golden egg has been rele- 
gated to mythology’s attic these many 
years and any woman who thinks that 
she can turn corn fnto coin by the mere 
act of feeding it to a hen has a rude 
awakening to meet. 

To be really successful, a woman needs 
to be patiently attentive to details, will- 
ing to get up before daylight every day 
in spring, and to elimb out from between 
the warm blankets at the dead of night 
when the mereury suddenly tumbles. 

Besides being methodical and accurate, 
the successful poultry-woman must have 
a well developed business instinct. . Even 
the ability to write a good advertise- 
ment is a help. — 

New ways of making poultry pay are 
continually being opened up. Just now 
there is a genuine boom in Indian Run- 
ner ducks and several women are rid- 
ing on its crest, with the result that 
they are putting many dollars away. 
An Indiana woman, Mrs. U. R. Fishel, is 
an example to the point. To be sure, 
Mrs. Fishel has the advice of her hus- 
band, who is a well-known poultryman, 
but the fact remains that she has devel- 
oped an exceedingly lucrative business in 
White Runners. 

For some reason, women all over the 
country seem to have taken a great fancy 
to the Indian Runners. Away back in 
1892, Mrs. Basley was breeding these 
ducks in California, but it is only within 
the past two or three years that much has 
been heard about them in the east. 

If the strain is right, the eggs will be 
large, white and just as good in every 
way as hen eggs. Two of them are equal 
to three hen eggs. But, alas, some strains 
lay eggs that are tinted a bilious green! 
Let the woman who decides to keep In- 
dian Runners look well to the character 
of the stock she buys. She will be wise, 
when in doubt, to buy hatching eggs in- 
stead of breeders. Then she will be cer- 
tain that, at least, they are white. 

Indian Runners are exceedingly clan- 
nish, and for that reason are much easier 
to handle than hens. Get them headed in 


| the right. direction and they will keep to- | 


gether. If a member of a flock strays, on 
| his return all the ducks go through a 
‘series of gymnastic movements that 
humorously suggest an Indian war dance. 

Contrary to popular. belief, no water in 
which to swim is required for these ducks, 
although the birds will spend half their 


In 
some markets, Indian Runner duck eggs 
sell readily; in others, slowly. It may 
even be necessary, in some places, to go 
about deliberately creating a demand by 
giving away samples, just as when any 
new product is being introduced. 

While the Indian Runners are the ducks 
par excellence for egg production, the old, 
reliable Pekins are without a rival for 
turning cornmeal into meat, Here and 
there, women are earning money by rais- 
ing these great white ducks for the mar- 
ket; but this branch of the business in- 
volves the bloody work of killing the 
birds and the unpleasant one of dressing 
them. 

There is always a certain demand for 
geese, and women with plenty of land are 
in a position to rear these birds for breed- 
ers. Geese require but little attention; 
they are pastured much like cows, sub- 
sisting largely on grass. Though several 
times as large, they cost less to keep 
than hens.
